This was done, but after all the resignations 
were in Potter secretly withdrew his, and those 
tendered by the others were accepted. Potter 
then became sole executor and trustee. It is 
then alleged that Potter, the widow, and her 
brothers induced the heirs to give them com- 
plete control of the estate for the alleged pur- 
pose of simplifying the settiement of affairs. 
The complaint then declares that immediately 
thereafter, with the purpose of securmg the 
most favorable terms from those to whom 
the estate was indebted, Potter, Mrs. Ward, 
and the Lyons decried the value of the estate 
in every way they could. They succeeded so 
well, it is alleged, that they were able to buy 
up the debts at 40 to 98 per cent of their face 
value, turning them in at par. Then began a 
series of sales and transfers through which 
the assets disappeared from the estate and 
passed into their own hands. 
Large Assets of the Rolling Mill. 


Here are some of the transactions alleged: 
There were 9,771 shares in the rolling mill 
valued at $977,100. In July, 1879, the mill’s 
total assets were over $4,790,000; its current 
debt was less than $700,000, and ita current 
assets were considerably over $2,000,000. Ite 
entire assets exceeded ita liabilities by over 
$3,300,000, and it had 6 _ surplus 
of $1,000,000 over its capital stock and every 
liability. Yet just a year before that, it is 
charged, Potter swore that the stock had no 
marketable value, and carefully concealed the 
existence of the surplus from those most in- 
terested. 

It is further charged that on Ward’s death 
Potter had gained control of the capital stock. 
He proceeded to elect his own board of di- 
rectors. He could have declared dividends 
out of the surplus, but for the purpose 
of depreciating the value of the 
estate he did not do 80. 
He made the pretense that the North Chicago 
rolling mill was being ruined by the com- 
petition of the Milwaukee Iron company, in 
which the estate was heavily interested. Then 
he began selling off the stock. He made 

sales without notice 80 there 
be no competinon and thus 
of thousands of shares at 
40, 40, and 41 percent. It is related that 
these shares all found their way back into 
the possession of himself or the other 
defendants soon afterwards, On one occa- 
sion he sold _ thirty-three shares to 
Emily Ward at 40, and these 
were subsequently repurchased by some of 
the defendaats at 156. Some of the defend- 
ante succeeded in buying stock sold by the 
executor at as low a price a6 10 per cent of the 
par value. 
Milwaukee Iron Company Bonded. 

Then came the ruin of the Milwaukee Iron 
company. Ward had owned $426,000 of its 
$1,500,000 capital stock. The company was bond- 
ed for $400,000 and the bonds were secured by 
first mortgage on the property and guaran- 
teed by Ward. At the time of Ward’s death 
the stock was at par, its property was worth 
$2,100,000, and its debt about -$600,000. 
Through his management of the Chicago 
company, by fierce competition and other- 
wise, the petition alleges, Potter drove the 
Milwaukee company into bankruptcy. 
Then the defendants procured a sale 
of the latter’s property, directly and 
indirectly, to themselves for $181,140, which 
was only 10 per cent of the actual value, and 


$4,000,000. At the present time, it 1s said, Mrs. 
Cameron is worth $5,000,000; Potter, $3,000,- 
000; John Lyon, $1,500,000, and Thomas 
Lyon, $1,000,000, although none of them, ex- 
cept Potter, had anything when Ward took 
them up. 
the Commercial National Bank ot Chicago. 

The suit is brought to compel the defend- 
ants to make good all the losses mentioned 
and any others that may be discovered. An 
injunction restrains the disposal of any of the 
property. 

The North Chicago company has been re- 
placed by the Illinois Steel company with a 
capital of $50,000,000, which company hes 
also been made a defendant. The ‘North 
Chicago company went into the 
Iiinois Steel company recently at 
a valuation of $12,500,000. Thecomplainant’s 
solicitors are Moore & Moore of this city. 
Those who appear for the defense are Ashley 
Pond and William H. Wells of Detroit and 
W. W. Gurley of Chicago. 


O. W. POTTER’S REPLY FILED, 


He Discusses Briefly the Charges Made by 
the Eber B. Ward Heirs. 

O. W. Potter said last night that his reply 
to the allegations contained in the bill filed 
against him and others by the heirs of Eber 
B. Ward was contained in the answer 
to that bill, drawn bo his Attorney, John P. 
Wilson, and now on file. 

The estate of Capt. Ward,” said he,. was 
settled up, and the executors discharged in II- 
linois, Michigan, and Iowa seven years ago. 
During the administration of the estate 
the executors filed reporte every three months, 
and everything was approved by the court. 
There are three persons who became legatees 
by the death of Capt. Ward’s sister. 
I cannot remember the data and details 
of the claims, but they have been carefully 
examined and we consider there is nothiug in 
them. It seems to us a singular thing to do to 
bring a suit of this kind sevea years after the 
estate has been settled up. 

„That suit was started & year ago, said 
John P. Wilson, attorney for O. W. Potter, 
last night, and the answer was filed months 
since. The original bill coptained more than 
100 pages of manuscript. I do not care to 
enter into a detailed explanation of the case

It will be a great misfortune, in fact « calami- 
ty, to this city if, when the change in Postmaster 
eccurs, this force shall be materially changed. 
It will not be a difficult task to select a suitable 
person to fill the Postmaster’s position, but it would 
require years of patient toil to educate new men 
to capably perform the multitudinous duties of 
the office. Furthermore, in my opinion, if justice 
was done postal employés, their pay would be 
materially ingreasea. 

American enterprise has overcome all obstacles. 
It has spanned the great father of waters with 
roads of iron. It has tunneled the gigantic mount- 
ain ranges, and made several continuous lines of 
iron rail from the Atlantic to the Pacitic coast. 
Proud, indeed, should be the man who can show 
a soldier’s record in defending the flag of such a 
country, Though you should double the pension 
list, aye, even were you to put upon the grand 
roll of honor the name of every living man upon 
the roster of that army that saved the Union, the 
balance on the debtor side will yet be large 
enough to bankrupt earthly gratitude. 

I believe the right of speech and the liberty of 
political action is faz above the right 
to hold office. The honor of being an Amer- 
ican citizen, untrammeled and uncontrolled by 
any superior, is far higher than holding 
any office in the gift of any President or any par- 
ty. Lwould not have it said that a stigma is 
placed upon a man when he accepts an office from 
the party to which I belong, and that he is there 
fore unfit to perform the duties of a citizen. 

Those who advocate the gagging of our public 
servants in political affairs call it civil service 
reform.” I call it “ snivel service reform.“ 

Fraudulent voting, bribery of voters, dishonest. 
counting, or false reporting, is treason, because it 
seeks to thwart the will of the majority. which is 
sovereign—the king in this country. Men of the 
different parties may honestly differ as to the pol- 
icy to be pursued—as toa tariff for revenue or 
protection, or as to how to regulate railroads, but 
they should be of one mind as to the necessity of 
guarding well the medium through which the 
people speak their will. 

Illustrated Civil Service Reform. 

John M. Clark then spoke rather briefly. 
His remarks were largely confined to a de- 
scription of the workings of civil service rules 
in the government service. He gave instances 
illustrative of its practice drawn from his ob; 
servation and experience, and spoke of the 
adaptability of the system to municipal 
affairs. Inthe wayin which the service of 
the average municipality was administered 
the room for improvement was so great, he 
said, that anything which promised even a 
slight improvement should receive a respect- 
ful hearing. 

Leroy D. Thoman spoke of the predomi- 
nance of the ward element in the 
city government. It had sent 
a representation to the Council which was 
undesirable. In that body were many saloon- 
keepers, and the example of such an 
element in office was felt in mary 
ways. One of those which was especially 
noteworthy was that polling-booths had been 
located in close proximity to saloons. 
It was in the latter that ward 
politics found headquarters. Mr. Thowan 
made a close examination of the needs of re- 
form in the municipal government and the 
possibilities of civil service reform in effect- 
ing improvements.

Burrs, Mout., March 25.—[ Special. ]— 
Frank Hickey, under arrest here, is supposed to 
be ove of the murderers of John M. Clayton of 
Arkansas. The allegation comes from W. H. 
Burkhardt, who claims to have been a tele 
graph operator at Little Rock when the assas- 
sination occurred. He says that he is positive 
of Hickey’s guilt. Billy Forester, alias Dan 
Crowley, the safeblower, who was arrested in 
Chicago last fall for blowinga safe in this 
city, is another of the murderers. He is now 
serving a twelve years’ term in this State. 
Burkhardt also says there were four persons 
engaged in the assassination of Clayton, and 
the other two are at Hot Springs. Hickey has 
been in jail here about four months. He was 
brought from Denver on a charge of hayvmg 
assassinated Officer William Jordan here last 
July. He was tried two weeks ago and ac- 
quitted. Burkhardt was the principal witness 
against Hickey, who threatened after being 
released to kill Burkhardt, and the latter had 
him arrested. In default of I. 500 bail to keep 
the peace forone year, Hickey was impris- 
oned. Burkhardt sent the telegrams to Little 
Rock concerning Hickey and signed Officer 
Werner's name to thein.

BANK GOES DOWN WITH COTTON FIRM. 


Commercial National of Nashville, Tenn, 
Fails, Having.a Half Million Capital. 
Nasuvixin, Tenn., March 25.—The Com- 
mercial National Bank of this city suspended 
today after banking hours. The cause of the 
suspension was the failure two days ago of 
Dobbins, Dazey & Co., with chief 
offices in this city, and which firm is 
largely indebted to the Commercial Na- 
tional) Bank. At a bankers’ meeting of 
representatives of the other banks in the city 
the conclusion was unanimously reached that 
there was no reason in the present condition 
of affairs for apprehending any other suspen- 
sions among the banks of the city and that 
business would go on as usual.

Inquest Probably to Be Held on Col. Shep- 
ard’s Remains. 

New York, March 25.—[Special.}—If the wishes 
of certain friends of thé late Col, Elliott F. Shep- 
ard are carried out there will cértainly be an 
investigation into the causes which are believed 
to have contributed to his sudden death Friday. 
These persons have no hesitancy in expressing 
the opinion that the unfortunate event was di- 
rectly due to negligence upon the part of the at- 
tending physicians, Drs.

Politicians Ask if It Has Not Come—Inter- 
national Character of the Scandals.

James Gordon — ite domicons oan 
in the European situation is the international 
character which the parliamentary scandals 
are assuming. France, Italy. and Germany 
are attacked. Several politicians reasonably 
ask whether it is not the result of the definite 
demoralization of all Europe. Suspicion is 
the trait which characterizes the Demo- 
crate. We are therefore threatened with 
periodical scandals by the same 

manager. Everywhere the scandals are pro- 
duced in a similar manner by the anti- 
Semites, and in their hatred of the Jews they 
come ,to hate money and make accysations 
without any proof, saying that somethmg 1s 
certain tocome out of the scandal. Often 
nothing comes of them but calumny and lies. 
For the terrible accusations made by Ahl- 


wardt in the Reichstag chere appears to be no 


foundation.. Nobody will admit that Bis- 


marck was aware of the malversation. 


In the accusations against the French Par- 


-liament made by M. Delahaye and his col- 


leagués no more seems to have deen sus- 


. tained by proof. The campaign of scandal in 


France appears to be terminated, and it is not 


too soon. 


We are about to have a double electoral 
campaiga to occupy public attention; first, 


‘that of the Paris Municipal Council, and then 


that of the Chamber of Deputies. The Paris 
Municipal Council will be elected April 16. It 
is composed of eighty members, who have to 
look after the interests of nearly 3.000,000 in- 
habitants and has a budget, of 700,009,000 
franes. It is thereforé almost a Parliament. 
The Chamber of Deputies will have to work 
more than * of 1889, which was elected to 
combat Boulangism. We shall therefore have tu 
go through a period of excitement, although 
at present the public has been so satiated with 
the Panama business that nobo dy will discuss 
internal politics. 

The principal feature of interest in the in- 
ternational situation is that of the journey of 
the Kaiser to Italy. Endeavors will be made 
to bring Engiand to join the triple alliance. 


‘Diplomatists affirm that the veritable charac- 


ter of the present Italian policy is not so 
much to induce England to join the triple 
alliance as to find means for Italy 
to withdraw from it. This would be 
possible if England would guarantee Italy’s 
present position in the Mediterranean. Such 
an arrangement would bring about a complete 
change in the general political situation, and 
it is possible, for Italy is always in need of a 
protector, butido notthink that just ata 
moment when the Kaiser is giving a fresh 
proof of how he values Italy’s codperation 
King Humbert would attempt such evo- 
lutions. 

The stay of Queen Victoria in Florence 
must have a political character, but nothing 
will be done before the end of April after the 
meeting with Emperor William. 

Caprivi Will Abide by Public Opinion, 

“K' temarkable articlé has appeared in the 
Militarische Correspondenz, which is general- 
ly credited as representing Caprivi’s opinion, 
saying he would be content with an appeal to 
the country and would resign if the result 
showed opinion was unfavorable. This is sig- 
n‘ficant, showing the Chancellor is awake to 
public feeling. 

‘ Endless Cases of Cholera in Russia. 

Ouce again terrible reports are arriving 
from Russia respecting the cholera, where 
endless cases exist among the peasants. The 
epidemic which is causing a panio is approach- 
ing the frontier and has reached Varsovie. 

Prince Bismarck in Poor Health. 

Prince Bismarck is not in the best of health. 
He has been troubled lately with swollen 
veins, whilst the painful but no§ dangerous 
malady of neuralgia causes him much tor- 
ture. His birthday next week will be cele- 
brated with more than extra zeal. 

Wilhelm Will Not Visit Pope Leo, 

It is said: that it is an understood thing that 
the Kaiser will not visit Pope Loe, and her 
Majesty is much disappointed thereat, as she 
had set her heart on a visit to the Pontiff. But 
political reasons have been urged against it. 

Papal Pilgrimage from Hamburg. 


At Hamburg they are preparing for a papal 
pilgrimage, and the Kaiser is credited as being 


ready with congratulations.

Lorpos, March 25.—[Copyright, 1893, by 
the Press Publishing company, New York 
World. |}—William Waldorf Astor is not going 
to America this summer. All talk about his 
taking over a large party of English friends, 
including the Prince of Wales. is nonsense. 
Mr. Astor has set to himself the task of sub- 
duing English prejudice and of conquering ex- 
clusive social reserve, 

His latest scheme is of a literary nature. 
He will soon pose as the proprietor of a new 
high class magazine to be called the Pail 
Mall Magazine. It is to fight Harper’s and 
the Century in their own field. England has 
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repeated and enlarged them at a meeting held 
at Spandau. The meetmg was largely at- 
tended by workingmen, many of whom came 
from the royal factories. A large number of 
these men were not of the stamp whose igno- 
rance should excuse them, yet they are blind 
supporters of the vulgar demagogue. The 
meeting was presided over by Capt. Harter, a 
retired officer, who crowned Ahlwardt's crowd 
with laurels amid the frantic plaudits of the 
spectators.

He refrained 
for the present disclosing how he pro- 
cured the docu ts, but he gave an instance 
of how one was picked out of a waste basket 
by a servant of a public official. This paper 
had been brought to him. It was a receipt 
for a large sum of money that 
had been given to the Judges 
of a certain court, who subsequently 
cecided a suit by which the bribere obtained 
several millions of marks. The vagueness of 
these accusations did not affect the enthusiasm 
of Ahlwardt’s hearers, whose relish for stories 
of corruption in high places was on a par with 
their credulity. 

Commenting upon these features of the agi- 
tation the North German Gazette says that the 
existence of the Ahlwardt school threatens to 
hurt the minds and hearts of the people more 
than war or pestilence, 

The Post views the movement as proof of a 
profound demoralization, without which such 
scandalous exhibitions would be impossible. 

Both the official and unofficial papers con- 
cur in the opinion that it was an error in tac- 
tics to link the whole question of anti-Semi- 
tism with the question of Ahlwardt's veracity. 
In the debate in the Reichstag the Conserva- 
tives repudiated him, yet they have taken an- 
other step towards strengthening the anti- 
Semite plank in the party platform. Twenty- 
six members of the party are back ofa bill 
prohibiting Jewish immigration and the nat- 
uralization of foreign Jews. The bill is de- 
signed to catch votes in the country districts, 
where Jew-baiting spreads like an epidemic. 

Members to Their Constituents, 

The three weeks Easter recess of the Reichs 
tag and Landtag is generally passed in abso- 
lute quiet. This year the recess sees the trans- 
ference of political activity to political plat- 
forms. The imminence of dissolution sends 
most of the members to face their constituents, 
The Central committees of the Socialists and 
the National Liberals have met here and dis- 
cussed the prospects, the Socialists exultantly 


and the National Liberals despondently. Dr. 


von Bennigaen warned the National Liberals 
that the elections could not be fought by them 
on a mere platform of the acceptance or re- 
jection of the army bill. He deplored the 
want of unity in the party, and com- 
plained that addresses coming from 
National Liberal districts declaring in 
support of the bill had assisted to defeat the 
arrangements of any compromise with the 
government. Finally the meeting decided to 
leave the method of conducting the electoral 
canvasses to individual initiative. 

The Center party, which had been reposing 
in confidence that the result of a general elec- 
tion would be the return of their party nearly 
unchanged, has been awakened by the return 
of Johannes Fussanger, Independent Clerwwal, 
from the Second Arnsberg-Meschede-Vipe Dis- 
trict. The entire official mechanism of the 
Centrist party was employed to defeat Fus- 
sanger, but the efforts to beat 
him failed. Fussanger, who is the 
editor of the Bochumer Volkszeitung, is a 
rabid Prussian hater. One immediate result 
of this Centrist defeat is that Schorlemer- 
Alst, the old Centrist chief, will withdraw his 
candidature in the Dortmund election. The 
element of uncertainty introduced into the 
Centrist caiculations may yet influence the 
leaders to reconsider their attitude toward the 
army bill. 

On all sides the Easter recess will be devoted 
to probing the constituencies. 

Quirinal Triumphs Over the Vatican. 

The appointment of Archduke Reniert to 
officially represent Em me vtec Francis Joseph 
at the coming silver w of King Humbert 
of Italy is hailed here as a veritable trmmph 
of the Quirinal over. the Vatican. 
The Archduke is the wuntle of King 
Humbert, and might attend the féte without 
his presence being considered as a political 
event.

Indeed, it 
looks as though this small, thick-set, irre- 
pressible schoolmaster is destined to 
alter entirely the nature of the 
sittings of the Reichstag. His tactics remind 
one of the earlier days of the Home Rulers, 
whom the House of Commons laughed to scorn 
when they brought forward irresponsi- 
ble charges against responsible people, till at 
last some of them turned out correct, and dis- 
contented people from ali parts of the country 
began sending in imformation to them, So 
now with Ahlwardt. Every anti-Semite who 
knows anything detrimental to the Semites 
will send it to him. Later on he will possibly 
have one substantial charge to go upon. 
Meantime he is .perfectiy content, having 
totally upset the traditional proprieties of the 
Reichstag, and introduced a system of obstruc- 
that which is already causing much appre- 
hension to the legislative assembly. 

Germany’s Exhibits at the Fair. 

Capt. Rogers, who came over here to take 
charge of the government exhibits for Chi- 
cago, leaves with these treasures Tuesday. He 
visits Berlin for the first time and is much 
pleased with the city. He was a highly inter- 
ested spectator in the diplomatic box of the 
Ahlwardt debate. He attributes the fine dis- 
play sent by the German Government to the 
energetic efforts of Consul-General Edwards, 
who certainly has worked indefatigably to ob- 
tain most of the remarkable and interesting 
historical treasures of Germany.

Bismarck Nearly Elected President. 

When the members took a vote Monday 
for a new Fresident of the Herrenhaus, 
equivalent to the House of Lords in 
England, Bismarck obtained 43 votes 
out of 385. Then a council was 
held- and it was decided that the election of 
the Prince was injudicious in a body which is 
looked upon as the strongest pillar of the 
monarchy, as it was deemed it would give 
high offense to the Emperor. In consequence 
the Bismarckian vote was withdrawn and in 
his place Prince Stolberg Wernigerode was 
elected President. 

Comments on the Military Bill. 

Desultory comments on the military bill 
continue in the press. The Germania, the 
organ of the Center, seems to think its pass~ 
age possible, as also does the Kreuz Zeitung, 
the organ of Herr Richter. Many deputies 
have taken to using the word “com promise” 
freely, while Herr Bennigsen is only more to 
the front with further concessions, which 
the Hotise will doubtless not approve.

Labor Interest Prominent. 

Looked at ina broad way the feature in 
Parliament this week was the prominence of 
the iabor interest. It is altogether new to find 
the workinginan taking up so much of the 
time of this magnificent club in the world. 
But the present session has made him felt more 
and more. The members themselves wonder 
atthe amount of attention they are forced 
to give him. The bill to regulate the hours of 
labor, over which there was so much talk, is 
somewhat like that lately introduced in the 
New York Legislature, aimed at the big dry 
goods houses. The British bill is not so nar. 
row in its scope and is calculated to work a 
really needed reform. 

The discussion over this was hardly less 
violent than the debate over the proposition 
for the payment of members. This measure 
was finally forced through a preliminary stage 
by the largest Liberal majority obtained at 
this session. The passage of the bill will mean 
a distinct alteration in the complexion of the 
House after the next general election. 

Closure Causes Excitement in the House. 

The House of Commons concluded at 5 
o’clock this. morning the longest and most 
exciting sitting of the session, It was the 
first time the ministry had called upon its ad- 
herents to wear down obstruction by physical 
endurance. At midnight the opposition began 
to impede the progress of a purely formal 
measure,and Sir William Vernon Harcotrt took 
up the challenge. He told the Unionists he 
would keep the House sitting until every 
clause of the bill had passed through com- 
mittee. A tremendous struggle followed. It 
ended by the Ministers getting the bill 
through at 5:15 p'elock ia the morning by re- 
peated use of closure. At tirst the Unionist 
leaders took part in the obstruction, but later 
on it became so scandalous that one by one they 
deserted and left the contest to the rank and 
file. It wasa signal victory for the ministry, 
but it portends a conflict flercer even than 
one can imagine when the home rule bill it- 
self is before the House. 

Vote of Censure a Practical Blunder. 

The vote of censure proposed on the Irish 
policy of the government Monday evening by 
Mr. Balfour is said by his own followers to be 
a practival blunder. There is no substantial 
basis for it,, as there has been no new de- 
velopment of policy in Ireland since the last 
debates on the subject. The vote is being 
moved merely because Mr. Balfour indis- 
creetly thought it right to take seriously the 
taunt of a private member of the Gladstonian 
party as to why he did not propose something 
of the kind. Besides in getting a day now he 
deprives himself of the right of asking 
for one after Eastar, When it 
could have been used to interrupt business. 
As the vote of censure will be opposed by the 
undivided strength of the home rule party 
it will in reality turn out to be a vote of con- 
fidence in the government. 

Mr. Gladstone's marvelous skill as a parlia- 
mentarian was never more strikingly shown 
than in his management of the affair. All 
his supporters were of the opinion that Mr. 
Balfour’s demand should be treated with con- 
tempt and that he ought to be told that 
he should wait until the home rule bill was 
read a second time. But Mr. Gladstone in- 
stantly saw the advantage of giving Balfour 
a day at once. 

Prof. Virchow Talks of Cholera. 

Prof. Virchow says of cholera: “I fear 
that we shall experience another siege some- 
thing like the one we had last year, possibly 
less virulent but probably more serious. 
There have been constant sporadic cases of 
choiera morbus throughout Europe from 
week to week during the past months and the 
spring sunshine is bound to develop the 
germs more rapidly. It is a mistake to sup- 
pose that cold is fatal to these microbes. 
On the contrary in certain surroundings 
the cold really assists their development. 
The means of fighting the epidemic are better 


| now. Take the case of Hamburg alone. There 
have been vast improvements and great eforte 


| toward cleanlingss. and purification of the 
water supplies. But much still remains to be 
done. There has not been time enough to 
effect the thorough sanitary changes necessary 
to avoid contamination. Cities all over Eu- 
rope are keeping themselves 2iean, but in 
some of the older towns cleanliness 1s almost 
impossible, As long 3 
as are common throughout Polish 

cholera is certain to find a foothold. 

“America runs little risk of the cholera. 
It may have a few cases, as last year, but the 
chances are much against anything like an 
epidemic in the United States. — * 
comparatively new, the people are cleaner in 
their habits than almost any other nation, the 
drainage is generally on modern and sanitary 
principles, and the water supplies are excellent 
asa rule. Especially is this true in the larger 
cities. With these advantages the cholera is 
easyto fight, and nothing but the grossest negli- 
gence could brmg about an epidemic in that 
country.

Cost of the Great Cotton Strike, 

The great Lancashire cotton strike has end- 
ed, after a fight of nearly five months.

The strike was started to resist 
a reduction of 5 per cent in wages, The oper- 
atives have at last compromised by taking 
about 3 per cent less. Summing it ail up, the 
mill owners have lost greatly, the working 
people have lost even more and have suffered 
horrivly, the public has been hurt, and when 
work is resumed Monday matters will be in 
much the same position they were before the 
strike. 

Dr, Herz as III as Ever. 

Dr. Cornelius Herz is as ill as ever at the 
hotel he has bought out at Bournemouth.

around us, and it seemed as if the boats would 
be dashed to pieces against tne sides of the 
ship. If my husband had not been such a 
firm believer in the use of oil, always carry- 
ing a quantity for use in rough weather, 
I ve we would ever have got away. 
It kept two men busy stilling the waves with 
it fore and aft while the rest of usclimbed into 
the boats. Then bags full of oakum and oil 


that way we managed to keep them from be- 
ing swamped, although the swells continued 
to run very high. 

At the last minute there was trouble about 
Brown. My husband told off Brown and 
Willie Weedon to go with him in the big 
boat, as when we started before, and for the 
first time Willie lost his nerve, His lip 
quivered and he begged to be allowed to stay 
un the wreck in prefersnce to going with 
Brown. The little fellow meant it, too, and 
the whole story came out of how Brown hau 
threatened to eat Willie. The Captain reas- 
sured the boy, A 
quieted Brows. ‘See here, 
my husband said, Mr. 
not want you in his boat, andI have got to 
take you with me. But if I hear a word out 
of you calculated to frighten this boy or my 
wife I’ll lighten the boat by feeding you to the 
sharks you are so fond of talking about, We 
won't eat you, because you are too old and 
tough and too strongly seasoned. 

That kept Mr. Brown quiet for the next 
two weeks, you had better believe.” 

The recollection of the subduing of Brown 
provoked a soft laugh from the little woman 
—about the only evidence of mirth during 
the long recitai—but her face resumed its 
wanton sadness of expression the moment 
she returned to her narrative. 

Well, we got away finally and out of the 
breakers into deep water, where the swell was 
still high but the waves did not break, That 
was on the afternoon of Friday, Jan. 27, and 
it was the afternoon of Monday, Feb. 13, be- 
fore we reached the wharf at Honolulu. Sev- 
enteen days! Better call it seventeen years! 
Ithmk time should he arranged differently. 
Hours of discomfort should not seem like 
days, as I can testify they do. 

We had one bit of luck—the weather was 
fine for two days and gave the men an op- 
portunity to complete rigging the boat for 
rough water, something they had commenced,

but had not time to finish before leaving 
the wreck. The work consisted of decking 
over the bow a little with canvas and raising 
the sides with strips of canvas, so as to make 
a *washboard,’ the sailors call it, meaning 
something to stop the wash of the waves 
instead of to wash clothes on. It was difficult 
work while the boat was toss about on the 
swell, and before it was accomplished the boat 
was half full of water a dozen times, keeping 
two or three men busy baling, 

was in the water up to my waist most of 
the time. It was such a little boat and there 
were so many of us—six all told—that there 
were not seats enough to go round, and 
anyhow it was desirable to get as much 
weight on the bottom as possible to keep 
it steady. There was no place for me 
except to sit right on the bottom in the 
stern and lean back against the thwart on 
which my husband and the men took turns 
atthe tiller. When the washboard was rigged 
it was high enough to shelter me from the 
worst of the spr y, so that I was dry enough 
about the upper part of my body, but it 
seemed as if my lower limbs were always 
afloat. Try as the men would they could not 
keep the boat entirely dry. 

Aud there I sat for all those long, weary 
days. I do not think I was on my feet more 
than twice during the whole time, and the 
short reliefs I got during the few hours of 
calm, and smooth water by sitting on the 
thwarts only made it the harder to return to 
the old position. One of the times I stood up 
was on the second night out, when I inanaged, 
under cover of darkness, to put ona suit of 
my husband’s underclothes, and these never 
left my body until we landed in Honolulu. 

The next night a storm came on. We had 
been trying to make Palmyra Island again up 
to that time, but the current was too strong 
and the Captainand Mr. Muller agreed to 
separate and do the best they could to reach 
Honolulu. That was a niée prospect; it was 
over 1,200 miles and we sailed over 400 extra 
on account of the wind driving us out of our 
course. We never saw the other boat again 
until itand the men came in here on the 
Martha W. Tuft the same day we arrived. 

But there is no use telling the history of 
every day. Some days it was stormy, and we 
were in terror of betng swamped or capsized; 
other days there was nota breath of air, and 
we were stewed in, our wet clothes, and from 
stewing and steaming we passed through 
stages of broiling and baking until our skins 
were like leather. I had no hat, only a towel 
wound about my head, turban fashion. By 
dampening this frequently I saved myself from 
sunstroke or brain fever. Our thirst was awtul 
on such days, but there was only a half-pint 
of water twice a day for each person. Of 
course when it rain we fairly gorged our-

selves with the fluid and filled our two casks 
again, but it would never do to take chances 
on rain, so we were all on allowance. 

Food was served out on allowance, also. 
Two meals a day we had, and every person 
was given one ship’s biscuit—hard tack—a 
soda cracker, and an equal share of one tin 
of preserved fish or meat. 

“But there was another trouble. The 
boat was not a very good sailer and 
thumped constantly, or whenever there 
was a leading wind or a swell. Thump! 
thump! thump! I can feel and hear it now. 
It m us all so sore that we could 
bardly move. And then the sun raised big 
blisters, and they broke and left awful sores. 
Our faces and hands burned and peeled, and 
burned peeled again, until they were like 
raw beef for a time, when the scorching be- 
came so severe that they resembled tanned 
leather more than human cuticle. I am in

whether we were a hundred or a thousand miles 

‘away, an ending of some sort was my only 
ire. 

“Of course 1 roused up a little when we 
saw land, and for the first. time in a week felt 
some sort of fear. The sailors danced about 
so that I thought they would upset the boat, 
which would have been too bad, after they 
had gone so far and endured so much. Our 
voyage came near endi at the end, too. 
The island we saw was Hawaii. We could 
not land anywhere on what we saw of its 
rough beach and coast, so the Captain con- 
cluded to stick it out a day or two longer 
and make Honolulu. In the channel of 
Maui a sudden equall came up and tipped 
the boat over so that the water poured 
in over the washboard. If the sail had ever 
dipped we would never have righted her, but 
the men were quick to jump to the weather 
side, and in a few minutes they had the boat 
back on an even keel and the sheet slacked 
away so that there was no danger. 

„But I am getting ahead of the story. 
Brown’s fear of being fed to the sharks disap- 
peared as soon as land was sighted. We had 
no more fear of starvation and water famine, 
so we resolved on a feast. Everybody was 
given-three hardtacks, half a tin of meat, 
part ofa few cans of fruit we had, anda 
quart of water.

ME.TILLERTON STRUCK BILLY PATTERSON 


And, Owing to Billy’s Size, He Did Not

Who struck Billy Patterson? About fifty 
years ago this was a question asked 
very frequentiy to illustrate the uner- 
pected defeat of a candidate or a doubtful or 
unknown matter.

The Story Contains a Lesson for Young 
Men- How a New York Boy Went from 
College te the Battlefield, Dabbied in 
Law, and Found His True Vocation in 
Gun-Making—After Helping to Arm Hu- 
ropean Nations He Settled Down to 
Farming in Washington.

The wide area ot career New York State and 

America afford to young men will appear in 

the experience of the United States Senator 

from Washington State, ite Territorial Gov- 
ernor also, Watson C. Squire. He is a solid, 
tall man, with white skin and black hair, mus- 
tache, and high arched eyebrows, whose name 
as much in Spanish as his tint would perhaps 
be Esquiros. But the play of his countenance 

is rustic New England, and he had been at 30 

school teacher, soldier, lawyer, merchant, and 

international negociant. Let the reel run off 
the tale. 

“You were a New York State boy?” 

“Yes, born at Cape Vincent, where Lake 
Ontario forme the St, Lawrence, in 1838, 
whilst my father was a Methodist preacher. 
He is still living, In the course of time he 
was minister at Ilion, N. Y., where the Rem- 
ingtons were proprietors and Methodists, and 
thus began the associations which led to my 
interest with the Remingtons and marriage to 
the daughter of Philo Remington in 1868. My 
father had a permanent home at Fulton, N. 
I., where I attended the academy, and at 16 
taught school in the winter at Rose Valley, 
later at Marcellus, fcr $40 a month, and then 
I entered and graduated at Wesleyan Univer- 
sity, Middletown, Conn. I designed to read 
law, but the trustees of Moravia Academy 
wanted me to come there. I gave them aatis- 
faction, and overpaid me $250, which I 
needed, as I left college m 1859 in debt 


$450. 

“Right after Fort Sumter and the Presi- 
dent’s call for men I attended meetings called 
to get volunteers at Moravia and madea 
speech, Seemg a need of examples I signed 
my name at the head of the list, whereupon 
forty more enrolled. I was put in Col. 
Clarke’s Nineteenth New York. We served 
on the upper Potomac. I made an expedition 
The Colonel was 
not popular with the men, who demurred to 
beung transferred from the State service 
to the United States; however, I won all my 
company over but one man. songs prt 
we were transformed into batteries of artil- 
lery. I have walked from Washington City 
to Harper's Ferry. When 1 went to see my 
parents, who had meantime moved to Ohio, 
my mother desired me not to reénlist at once. 
So I went to Cleveland and entered the office 
of Ramey, Backus & Noble, and was admitted 
to the bar at the Supreme Court’s session at 
Mansfield, having been out of the service 
about a year.”’ 

„Then you commanded sharpshooters?”’ 

„es, leave had been given to the Governor 
of Ohio to form ten independent companies 
of sharpshooters. I raised my company at 
Cleveland, drilled them carefully, took forty 
men more than the complement to the front, 
so as to fill vacancies, and joined Rosecrans 
Army of the Cumberland just after Murfrees- 
boro’s battle. I was in the battle of Chicka- 
mauga, on sharpshooter service on the Tennes- 
see River below Chattanooga to clear the con- 
nection of rebels, and went into winter quar- 
ters in shelter tents about Chattanooga, In 
that id'e, cold lapse of fighting I was detailed 
to go back and help par see on the vastly ac- 
cumulated number of offenders against mili- 
tary law. , 

Law-Breakers Were Plenty. 


J suppose I made some reputation for ce- 
lerity because Gen. Rousseau, who command- 
ed a division of the army and oursecond base, 
the City of Nashville, sent for me to become 
his Judge-Advocate. He had 1,200 offenders 
untried in the Nashville penitentiary. He ex- 
pressed surprise at my youth. I said I must 
rejoin my — before taking the step; he 
gave me three weeks. At the end of that time 
a military order eempelled me to accept. I 
meantime, been made, with my com- 
pany, the escort at Gen. Sherman’s headquar- 
ters; they went with him as his escort to the 
sea and all through. I was a few days at his 
headquarters and could have been on bis staff. 
We never dreamed at that time of the march 
to the sea. We fought, however, all the way 
to Atlanta. I was the Judge-Advocate at 
Nashville for the remainder of the war.“ 

„That was the last of the law?” 

„Nearly so. A visit to Llion led to a new 
life. I was attracted there by a sentiment and 
my imagination was also excited by the won- 
derful armory built up by the war market. It 
was probably the first gun and arms factory 
anywhere at that time. Following the needs 
of the service the family had an immense 
plant on their hands at the end of the war, and 
the problem ‘of what to do with it was agitat- 
ing the sons of Eliphalet Remington who left 
it to his brothers Philo and Samuel, and others, 
I had never seen nor heard of such machinery. 
Longfellow’s poem on the arsenal at Spring- 
field seemed a mere chord to the infinite tim- 
brels and organ swell of the guumakers’ dia- 
pason at Ilion. My interest in the perform- 
ance led to overtures being made to me which 
took me out of the law and into merchant 
gunnery after the battle of Sadowa which ex- 
ploited the imperfect * needle gun.’ 

The Remingtons' ancestors had been gun- 
smiths in Massachusetts. The War of 1812 
transferred such activities to New York,where 
Eliphalet Remington established about Ilion 
a yguo-barrel factory and made Mississippi 
rifles, which were Remingtons, about the time 
of the Mexican War. Ilion is a few miles east 
of Utica, three miles from Herkimer, on the 
Mohawk. Philo Remington was an efficient 
machanic and mechanical promoter, who used 
the extended works not only for arms, but he 
gave inventors metal, tools, power, and labor 
to carry out their ideas and thus as- 
sisted to produce many useful things— 
the typewriter, mowing machinery, a sewing 
machine, etc. In the sequel some of these en- 
deavors weakened the financial strength of 
the house. They had invested their profits in 
too much brick and mortar, and elaborate 
machinery, and distant real estate; and the 
difficulty’of keeping this warlike plant active 
in the Jong spells of peage perhaps tempted 
them/ to undertake manufactures of a sort 
which ramitied their selling agencies and can- 
vassers, and made the armory too protean. It 
ig now incorporated as the Remington Arms 
and Manufacturing company, But under the 
old partnership it filled a mighty place in the 
collisions of the nations. They took a half in- 
terest in inventions they adopted and paid 
royalty on the other half. | 

Had the Remingtons in 1866 been matur- 
ing the breech-loader for war!“ 

„They had. And that caused my employ- 
ment by them. In the fall of 1866 I set in at 
Ilion te study the manufacture cnere and to 
inform myself on arms in general. An era of 
war seemed to have come, and I was to intro- 
duce the gun before State and government 
boards, to fire it, to dissect and replace 
it, to meet objections, - and con- 
vince incredulity. The tool shop was 
itself a wonder. Some 450 operations had to 
be performed upon the stock of the gun. For 
every operation tools had been invented. The 
skeleton of the breech, the screw holes, the 
hammer and trigger, the annealing of the 
metal after casting it to allow its being 
trimmed, all those thi were to be made 
and dene true to the infinitesimal part of an 
inch; it took thirty days to make a gun from 
Hirst to last. The price was about $28. Nat only 
was Ilion at oak. but the firm worked at 
Middletown, Conn.; they made revoivers, car- 
bines; I think they made a million navy re- 
volvers at one period, 

Armed Many Nations. 

J appeared before the State Board at 
Albany. Danish, Spanish, and other Com- 
missioners were re. The National Guard 
cf New York State is now armed with the 
breech-loaders I sold them. The Danish Gov- 
ernment gave me an order for 20,000 of those 
rifles and afterward doubled it. The Spanish 
Government ordered 10,000, used in Cuba and 
in the Carlist war. The Spanish Commis- 
sioner stood up with me when 1 was 
married. From another source Sweden 
ordered 30,000 rifles. I went before Gen. 
Schofield and an army board and before a 
naval board. We armed nearly all the South 
American States and Mexico and Egypt. Sam- 
uel Remington was effective in foreign coun- 
tries. When finally the Franco-Prussian war 
broke out the demand upon our product over- 
flowed Ilion. We altered great quantities of 
muzzieloaders in Connecticut. Tne Germans 
were already — — with breechloaders, but 
we made for the French 12,000 rifles a day, 
2,000 revolvers, and altered 2,000 carbines, 
making 16,000 stands of arms, it might be 
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arms. 
2 aws about selling arms to 
nations at war 


Merchants in arms have almost their only 
market in war times. The arms so sold are 
liable to seizure by the nation in opposition. 
But dealings between merchants in arms is le- 
gitimate vomimerce.”’ 

„What was the motive of the French arms 
investigation in the Senate here!“ ; 

“To excite the German-Americans against 
the administration. It turned out to be a 
mare's nest. The only irregularity was the 
French Consul-General levying toll on us, and 
this I testitied to in France, and he was 
sent, I think, to the penitentiary. But 
the Freneh Government was sitrict- 
ly honorable. I appeared with 
Samuel Remington before the French Ord- 
nance Board and afterward before a special 
Board on Contracts at Vers 1 men. 
officers dignitaries, in it. ripped as 
France had been of money and territory, ad- 
vantage might have been taken of obligations 
given out by distant and now deposed parts of 
the government. Wehad our papers clear 
and gave full testumony. Many of those arms 
the Germans had captured in the unbroken 
cases. At the conclusion of the examination 
the President ot the board left his seat and 
advanced to Mr. Remington and thanked him 
in thename of France and did the same to 
me, all there standing to give assent. They 
paid their obligations like a great nation.” 

How came you to go to far-off Washing- 
ton Territory?’ 

I felt after I had been eleven or twelve 
years with Remingtons that my all, though 
not large to them, was too important to me 
to remain where my relative interest in the 
direction of it was so inferior. An oppor- 
tunity carhe along to dispose uf it for property 
in Washington Territory. I went there from 
California, doing my last commission in 
Mexico City, where I spent a winter. When I 
came to after a voyage in the old tub Dakota 
at the wharf of Seattle that little place of 2,000 

ple looked very sm to contain 
$55,000 of my savings—it was 1879. Today 
Seattle has 60,000 inhabitants. The State of 
Washington cast 90,000 votes at the last elec- 
tion, should, therefore, have 500,000 peo- 
ple. I removed my family there, went to 
farming, and have always been a farmer there, 
east of Seattle, meantime developing my city 
property. 

His Political Career. 

In 1884 President Arthur appointed me 
Governor. A riot against the Chinese caused 
me to declare martial law. Mr. Cleveland 
came in and did not supplant me until 1887, 
so that I was Governor under him longer than 
under Arthur. He behaved most mely 
tome. Upon the State’s admission to the 
Union I was elected Senator in 1889, for the 
short term of two years, when I was re- 
elected, and if I sit out my term will stay in 
the Senate till 1897. When I went to Seattle 
it had but one poor narrow gauge railroad out 
of it. Now the Northern Pacific, the Great 


‘Northern or Hill's road, ana the Canadian 


Pacific’s line come in there. I have just car- 
ried through the Sanate my report on con- 
necting Lake Washington as a fresh water 
roadstead with the salt water of Puget 
Sound.“ 

Wnat are the possessions of Washington 
State? 

Wheat, fruit, hops, and—if we are to take 
the view of Messrs. Coby, Rockefeller, and 
others, who have invested $5,000,000 in them— 
gold mines. The State has never been sur- 
veyed. We havea growth of giant fir trees 
which would go three times around the earth 
a mile wide at the earth’s equator and then ex- 
tend over as far as from Seattle to New York 
City; standing timber, mind you. One of our 
lumbermen, Pierce, cut 200,000,000 feet in 
1892. One county, King, produced 397,000,000 
shingles. The stu opage value of Washing- 
ton’s timber is nearly $270,000,000. It is accu- 
rately computed at 110,333,000,000 feet, and 
covers nearly 24,000,000 acres. There are but 
two treeless counties in the State. Washing- 
ton has more standmg timberthan all the 
Eastern and Southern States combined.” 

What is the view held in Washington State 
of Hawaiian annexation?’ 

* Favorable. The treaty failed to pass the 
Senate, I think, for want of time and because 
of the doubt whether our sugar bounty paid 
to Louisiana would not have to cover the 
islands, in which case they would cost ue 
$6,000,000 in bounty.

GREAT HEMET DAM IS NOW A-REALITY. 


By Water It Impounds 50,000 Acres of 
Desert Will Be Made Fertile. 

San Jacinto, So, Cal., March 17.—The great 
Hemet dam is a tangible reality at last. 

A fortnight since the outlet to the upper 
waters of the South Fork of the Rio San Ja- 
cinto some twenty miles south of Riverside was 
effectually closed. Until within the fortaight 
and for countless centuries past there were a 
series of deep, rocky gorges emptying from 
every direction into a deep basin near the 
foot of the snowclad San Jacinto Moun- 
tains; the serrated mountain sides 
which sloped toward this basin for many 
miles from all around were as uninviting as 
was the deep, dismal gorge through which the 
waters of the basin burst in their terrible fury 
after a rain-storm, while the waters of the San 
Jacinto Creek on ordinary occasions played 
hide and seek among the bowlders and 
bares along the bottom of the gorge, To- 
day there is a lake ninety feet deep, two miles 
long, and three-quarters of a mile wide where 
this basin in all its barrenness had been, and 
the area of 750 acres the lake now covers is 
being augmented daily, as is the depth of this 
vast body of water. The Hemet dam did 
this, and through that agency storm water 
will be each winter impounded, as will every 
drop of the summer rains, for use in irrigat- 

the great barren valleys below, 
he great volume of water formed in Lake 
Hemet has accumulated from the heavy and 
continuous rains that have prevailed ever 
since the keystone was placed last month 
which shut the water of the San Jacinto River 
from escaping by its old channel. 

To give an idea what an undertaking this 
work was it will be necessary only to say that 
the Box Cafion gorge that was plugged up 
was but 100 feet wide at the extreme bottom 
and fifty feet above is from 120 to 180 deep, 
Thus it was that the dam in the cafion 
acting asa cork in a bottle, held the 
water in place, and will forever, as 
the dam was built froin indestructible mate- 
rial—solid blocks of granite weighing many 
tons. These huge blocks were carefully cut 
and titted, then laid in the best quality of ce- 
ment. The upper and lower faces of the dam 
are uniform, and the heavy granite blocks 
there used were chosen from the most perfect 
led ges. 

James D. Schuyler, a civil engineer, says 
the Hemet dam is the highest on the conti- 
nent, and will impound more water than any 
other of anything nearing its dimensions. 
The dam is now 110 feet high, and the water 
from the late rains filled the lake until it 
showed a depth of ninety feet at the dam. Eu- 
gineer Schuyler, in making his calculations, 
showed how the dam could be built to a 
height of 150 feet, and im reality* has 
laid his foundations to receive a greater 
height. With a depth of 150 feet of water the 
lake would contain not lessthan eight and 
one-half billion gallons of water; at 160 feet 
depth one-half as much more, or nearly twice 
the capacity of the great Sweetwater dam, near 
San Diego. 

In reference to the plans of the company 
there has been little given out, but as tne com-

Bat if it was intended only to separate 
one name from another two glaring blunders 
bave been committed, for it is inserted between 
the words Fra Angelico and between the words 
Leonardo da Vinci. The impression is made that 
Fra (brother) was one man and Angelico an- 
other, and that Leonardo was one man and Da 
Vinci another. In fact it was in bad taste to in- 
troduce Da Vinci's first name at all, as it is done 
in no other case, 

If an asterisk be substituted for the triangular 
indentation the inscriptions now made on the 
north frieze of the building look as follows: 
BRUNELLESCHI « Fea s ANGELICO - Those on the 
north wing of the front look as follows: Downa- 
TELLO « Mme Borricetii « LEONARDO * 
Da Une « Durer « Micnagn ANGELO * Ra- 
PHAEL « On the south frieze are Van Dych, Rem- 
brandt, Ostade, Teniers, Murillo, Wren, Hob- 
bena, Reynolds, Gainsborough, Turner, and Kan- 
aoka. Five of these names dre over the loggia, in 
the center, and are separated by large arcbi- 
tectural ornaments in addition to the triangular 
indentations, 

Mr. Clark, in charge of the office cf Shepley, 
Rutan & Coolidge, freely admitted that these 
criticisms might be correct, and said that he 
would call attention to them. Mr. Hutchinson, 
on the other hand, scouted them as ridiculous. 
He even denied that there was any mark between 
the names except an architectural ornament 
which occurred at regular intervals and did not 
serve the purpose of punctuation at all, evidently 
being misied by the ornament over the loggias, 
which is not found elsewhere.

Neither Do I Condemn Thee is the title 
of the most important of the pictures which Mr 
A. A. Anderson submitted to the jury of admis- 
sion to the Art Exhibit of the World’s Fair. The 
picture is at present in the banquet hall of the 
Hotel Richelieu, and next week other works sub- 
mitted by Mr. Anderson wil! be hung in the same 
room. The subject Neither Shall I Condemu 
Thee” was taken from the biblical story of the 
woman taken in sin, and the pictureis in the 
form of a triplych; the first part showing the 
woman being led to the temple and Pharisees 
standing by, planning how they might entrap 
Christ; the second, Christ kneeling and writing on 
the ground after having given his answer; and the 
third, Christ and the woman alone in the temple, 
his hand resting on her shoulder while he offers 
consolation and shows her the way to a new and 
better life. Inthe composition and painting of 
this work considerable ability is shown, and it 
would not have disgraced the American section of 
the art exhibit had it been received. Yet there 
is a lack of spontaneity or of any strong personal 
note in its conception. Both in idea and technically 
it seems overworked and lacking in naturalness. 
Mr. Anderson says that the Paris jury or Advisory 
committee met in December last and Mr. Ander- 
son did not submit his picture to its judgment, 
as he did not expect to be able to complete his 
work in time. Two months later he wrote to Mr. 
Ives, the Chief of the Fine Arts Department, 
asking if there was still time to submit his work. 
In reply he was told that if the Paris jury could 
be convened his work might be submitted to it. 
or he might send his picture to Chicago. He was 
informed of the impossibility of convening the 
Paris jury and received from its officials a letter 
to the jury in Chicago.

The fact that Miss Euella Benedict’s pict- 
ure, The Singing Spinners,“ which was award- 
edthe $50 Ferris prize in the black and white 
exhibition of the Chicago Society of Artists, is 
not a copy of M. Lieberman’s picture. Les 
Fileuses à Levun,”’ would seem to be clearly es- 
tablished by her letter and the testimony of her 
friend, Miss M. S. West, which was published in 
Tae Txrsune last Monday; yet some of 
her friends in Lake Forest, wishing, no 
doubt, to make assarance doubly sure, have 
written a lengthy letter in her behalf, 
from which the following is quoted: 
Can we calmly read that after years of patient 
searching for truth she has stooped to deceive a 
jury of award by cupying the picture of an obscure 
artist? She is not capable of such a thing. It is 
contrary to every trait in her character. I know 
of no one,“ says the correspondent, “ who is more 
devoted to art than Miss Benedict, working tor 
pure love of it. Nothing is farther removed 
from her than a sordid and mean motive. 
To accuse Miss Benedict of plagiarism because 
she has been charmed by tbe same subject as 
Liebermann is as sensible as to accusea young 


man of plagiarism who happens to have fallen in 


love with a young woman who has already 
another admirer.“ It frequently happens 
that different artists are struck with 
the picturesqueness of a scene and 
paint pictures so similar that plagiarism is 
alleged. In Venice there is an old buat-house in 
an out-of-the-way part of the city which has been 
dubbed Motive No. 1 by the artiste. because 
newcomers who wander off in search of some- 
thing which has been less painted than San 
Georgio, the Salute, the Riva, ora half dozen 
other well-known subjécts are usually attracted 
by its picturesqueness, and return from their first 
day’s sketching witb a study of it which they tri- 
umphantly show to their friends as a “find” of 
their own.

‘Board of Trade markets. Wheat was firmer 

for the near deliveries and weak for the de- 
ferred futures. Corn and oats were weak and 

provisions stronger on the light re- 
ceipts of hogs. As compared with 

the latest prices of the previous day May 

wheat closed 1 cent higher, corn , cent lower, 
oats 4 cent lower, cash rye 1 cent lower, 
barley steady, flax 1{ cent higher, May pork 
123¢ cents higher, lard 10 cents higher, and ribs 
5 cents higher. Whe receipts of wheat at Chicago 
during the week were 418,000 bu greater than 
the shipments and the receipts of corn 103,500 
bu larger than the shipmerfts. The packing 
at Chicago since the close of February in- 
cluded 167,000 hogs, against 263,000 for the cor- 
responding period a year ago and 462,000 two 
years ago. 


HARRISON AND FREE FRANCHISES. 
The platform written by Mr. Harrison, and 

adopted by his convention, says: 

Discretion is vested in the corporate authorities 
to grant by ordinance what are ordinarily called 
franchises for thé use and occupancy of strects, 
title to which isin the city, for the benefit of the 
public. This discretion, abused at times, ought to 
be exercised under all circumstances for the gen- 
eral welfare, and no grant ought to be made 
which does not require as condition precedent 
full compensation to the public for the privilege 
granted. 

Mr. Harrison held the office of Mayor for 


eight years. Was the discretion the plat- 
form speaks of abused at times during 
his administrations? The answer is that it was 
continually abused; that full compensation 
never was required for the grant of a franchise, 
and partial compensation. only once. The 
righte of the people never were safeguarded; 
those of the corporations always were. The 
Washington street tunnel was given to the 
Chicago City railway company. It is true 
that at that time that concern was not well 
off. Itistrue also that its President, Mr. 
Harvey Weeks, was Mr. Harrison's personal 
friend; Mr. Doyle, its ‘Superintendent, had 
been his Chief of Police, and others interested 
in the line were friendly to Mr. Harrison. 
Yet none of these things justified the Mayor, 
the guardian of the city’s interésts, in giving 
away its property without compensation. 

The La Salle street tunnel would have been 
given away to Mr. Yerkes without compensa- 
tion but for the strenuous resistance of Tux 
Trrsvuxez, which hammered away at Mr. Har- 
rison until he was forced to back down from 
his generous’ position. Mr. Yerkes paid in 
part for that tunnel by giving the ‘city new 
bridges worth about half a million. Since 
then the West Side company, which absorbed 
the Chicago City railway and the Washington 
street tunnel, has found it necessary to build 
one at Van Buren street, costing about a mill- 
ion and ahalf. Making allowance for the 
cost of the alterations of the first named tun- 
nel to fit it for street railway uses, it will bo 
seen that when Mr. Harrison handed it over to 
a street railway company he made ita clean 


the La Salle street one he donated to the 
North Side company half a million dollars. 
Rather an expensive Mayor, this Mr. Harri- 
son, who taiks of his economic administration 
and his flawless financial record, 

Lavish as these gifts were they were not as 
harmful tothe city as the surrender of ite 
rights by the so-called compromise of 1883 
with the street railway companies. Under an 
ordinance passed by the Heath administra- 
tion litigation had ensued in the United States 
court, involving among other questions the 
validity of the law passed by the Legislature 
in 1865 extending to ninety-nine years the 
franchises of the companies which by the 
Council grants of 1858. 59 had been limited to 
twenty-five years. If that law, the validity of 
which the city never had recognized, had been 
declared illegal the city would have had the 
corporations by the throat. Judge Drum- 
mond was of opinion that the law was uncon- 
stitutsonal. There is every reason to believe 
that the Supreme Court would have sustained 
him as usual, 

Mr. Harrison deliberately sacrificed the 
city. He made a compromise with the roads 
by which the latter agreed to pay per car a li- 
cense fee only half of that imposed by an or- 
dinance they were fighting. In return the 
city abandoned its suit for its rights and 
agreed to extend for twenty years the nght to 
run cars on a number of branch lines, the 
franchises for which had been granted after 
the passage of the ninety-nine-year law for 
terms of twenty or twenty-five years. Thus 
tho franchise for the important Lincoln ave- 
nus line, granted in 1871 for twenty-five years, 
would have expired in 1896 but for Mr. Harri- 
son’s kindly compromise, which deprived the 
city of the power to extort concessions from 
the roads.

A HARDIN COUNTY INTERMEDDLER. 

Representative Muir of this county intro- 
duced a bill which was favored by the Judges 
and the County Commissioners to make the 
Cook County courts more nearly self-support- 
ing. The Committee on Fees and Salaries has 
reported against it, its most vehement oppo- 
nent being a Representative by the name of 
Fowler, alawyer, who comes from Hardin 
County, in the extreme southeastern part of 
the State. He denounced the bill as * calcu- 
lated to exclude the great mass of the people 
from the courts and thus curtail litigation.“ 
Though this bill applies only to Cook County 
and he does not practice here he proposes to 
stand up for the interests of the profession 
wherever assailed. 

If this Representative were as much con- 
cerned about the welfare of the toikng masses 
of Hardin as of Cook County he would move 
to reduce the fees paid by litigants in the for- 
mer, which are heavier than they are in the 
latter. In Hardin the old system of a separate 
charge for each service rendered by the Clerk 
is retained, and he never omits to put down an 
item. 

Mr. Muir’s bill is designed to reduce the 
fees in this county instead of increasing them 
in certain eases where the cost to the county 
is reduced. The bill provides that the platntiff 
at the time of beginning a suit at law must 
pay $20 to the Clerk of the court, but if fe 
will file a stipulation waiving a jury and 
agreeing that the case be heard by the Judge 
he need only pay $5 instead of $6 as now. If 
the defendant will waive a jury he need only 
pay $5. If he insists on one he must pay the 
largersum. The reason is that atrial with a 
jury costs the ccunty much more than one 
without a jury. More time is taken up and 
the jurors are entitled to fees. Hence, if the 
poor man,, with whom Representative Fowler 
sympathizes, wants cheap and expeditious 
justice he need only pay $5 forit. If he 
hankers after a Cook County jury’ then he 
must pay $20. 

The objection of Mr. Fowler to this arrange- 
ment is that atrial without a jury ig not as 
profitable for a lawyer as one with a jury. 
The former takes less time, and the lawyer 
can charge for fewer days. It does seem a 
little unfair, however, that the misguided zeal 
of a Hardin County lawyer should force the 
pecple of Cook County to pay higher fees and 
bigger lawyers’ bills than would be the case 
under this bill, and that the taxpayers of this 
city and county should have to continue to 
pay for the litigation of dead-beats and black- 
mailers. The people of this county, especially 
the poor men, have a very poor opinion of 
Representative Fowler, and hope that his con- 
stituents will drop iin next year, 

CLEVELAND AND HAWAII. 

A generally well-informed correspondent of 
a Chicago paper says: 

There is excellent reason for believing that the 
Cabinet, or rather Mr. Cleveland, who is Presi- 
dent, C abinet, and all that constitutes the admin- 

istration, is at present opposed to annexation, 
and will find an excuse for refusing to approve 
of annexation in the report to be furnished by 
Mr. Blount on his return from his mission to the 
islands. As Mr, Blount does not expect to return 
for three months, it is evident that the President 
isin no hurry. This information. comes from 
such a source that it can be relied upon as much 


as any information that does not come openly and 
avowedly from a Cabinet officer. 


This is confirmatory of previous surmises 
of Tue Taisuxe that Mr. Blount of Georgia 
was sent to Hawaii merely in order to provide 
the President with some sort of a pretext for 
refusing to entertain the proposition of the 
Commissioners of the provisional govern- 
ment of Hawaii for the annexation of the isl- 
ands. Mr. Blount will talk with some of the 
English residents of Hawaii. He will con- 
verse with those natives with whom the En- 
glish bring him in contact, who will have been 
drillea previously as to what they shall say, 
and heywill return to Washington with a long 
report to the effect that bublic sentiment” 
in the islands is against annexation. Then 
the President will agnd the Commissioners of 
the provisional government about their busi- 
ness, a 

Then plots will be got up for the overthrow 
of the present government and the restoration 
of the late Queen.

The recently reported decision by the stock- 
holders of the Alley Elevated railroad to issue 
bonds for the purpose of largely extending 
the line means much more than has been in- 
dicated in anything hitherto published on the 
subject. The intention is to complete the 


Stock-Yards, in addition to constructing the 
down-town loop for the purpose of accommo- 
dating the greater patronage which the exten- 


that men who have examined into the situa- 
tion are satisfied that there is money in thus 
pushing out to new fields of activity, connett- 
ing the business heart of the city with areas 
which up to a very few years ago were mere 
alternations of barren prairie with primeval 
mud. Also it means that the additional trav- 
eling facilities to be thus provided will induce 
a further building up of those and surround- 
ing areas at a rate even more rapid than that 
which has marked their development in the 
past. Still more. It means that as they have 
been settled beyond the lines for which di- 
rect transit facilities were provided so they 
will become bases of supplies for 4 further 
advance by the vast army of labor that is ever 
ready to occupy new fields, these soon to be 
accommodated by still other extensions, till 
by and by the whole area far to the south of 
the city proper will be one immense industrial 
field swarming with ‘workers and teeming 
with products intended to increase the com- 
fort and convenience of civilized man. 

The extensions noted and those to be re- 
solved on in the near future will bring the 
whole of the Calumet region into far more 
intimate and direct communication with the 
business heart of the city than now. They will 
accommodate the iron and steel manufacture 
there, the agricultural implement and other 
works now established, and many others seek- 
ing the opportunities of cheap sites within 
easy distance of the city. They wili connect 
us with a great shipping industry and im- 
mense stores of grain, lumber, and coal. The 
providing of the new traveling facilities will 
give remunerative employment. to many 
thousands of workers, not only im preparing 
the roadbed and putting material into 
place, but in shaping thgt material from 
the raw state in which it is presented 
ready to the hand of man by Mother Nature. 
The construction of the factories and store- 
houses and the fitting them with the requisite 
machinery will give employment to other 
thousands, as will the erection of the resi- 
dences to accommodate them and their fami- 
lies, and the street and other improvements 
incidental thereto. And all this is tut the 
busy note of preparation for the more steady 
work in the new region which ie to turn out 
each year many millions of dollars“ worth of 
material for sale to other consumers in other 
parts of the United States and the world out- 
side our national boundaries, 

All this new development will be part and 
parcel of the then still greater city than the 
one now called Chicago. There was a time 
when some short-sighted peaple thought they 
saw occasion fur jealousy in the building up 
of what they foolishly supposed would bea 
rival around and beyond the mouth of the 
Calumet. Nobody how fears sucha result. 
Already the settling’ ap of the intermediate 
area has proceeded % far as to indicate be- 
vond question that the Chicago River and the 
Calumet are to be two great arteries .n the 
one body corporate, like those from which 
radiate the smaller pyessels i in which are per- 
formed the two greay circulations of blood in 
the human frame. 14 this respect they rep- 
resent two great gauglia, which are formed 
separately, but soon throw olt connecting 
nervés which ultimately lace them together 
into essentially the one structure having a 
single function to perform inthe vital econ- 
omy. It isthus thata great city grows, by 
its own power of attracting men, industries, 
enterprise, and capital, when it is so located 
as to have a pull on the commerce of an 
area of more than 4 million square miles. 
The facts here briefly referred to constitute 
material for vastly more anticipation than 
that for indulgence in which some writers on 
the future of Chicago were regarded as semi- 
lunatics but a few years ago. 


INTEREST ON CITY FUNDS. 

The gang candidate for Mayor has actually 
spoken at a public meeting a few words in fa- 
vor of one of his associates on the Central Music 
Hall ticket. He took Mr. Bransfield 
ward meeting Friday and here 1s what he said: 

Bransfield has been in the Treasurer's office for 
the last four years. One hundred andtwenty odd 
millions of dollars have passed through his hands 
and not one penny has been lost. He is now your 
candidate for Treasurer, and he stands upon the 
platform that I wrote myself, or dictated, that 
the interest on the public moneys should go to 
the people. Mr. Branstield has planked himself 
upon that platform, and after his salary and the 
expenses of his office are paid all the interest on 
the fund will go to the people. 

This is not true. In the first place Brans- 
field does not handle any money. His pres- 

‘ent office ie a sinecure. In the next and most 
important place, Mr. Bransfield has not 
planked himself upon that platform.” He 
has nowhere said that after his salary and 
expenses of his office are paid ail interest on 
the public funds shall go to the people. But 
if he did say so what of it? Bransfield’s pres- 
ent superior officer, Pete Kiolbassa, pledged 
himself two years ago to turn over the inter- 
est of the people’s money to the people. 
Kiolbassa has pocketed all that interest— 
every doliar and dime of it. The people have 
got nothing out of it. Braustield, following 
the example of Kiolbassa, will pocket the in- 
terest, too, if he gets the office, aud Harrison, 
who is one of Kiolbassa’s bondsmen, knows it. 

One of the cries of Harrison. two years ago 
was, We must count the money.“ The elec- 
tion of Bransfield will mean that the money 
will not be counted. .The State law makes 
City Treasurers ineligible for. reélection, in 
order that there may be an accounting and a 
turning over of the money of the office at the 
end of the oneterm. But the nomination of 
Bransfield was made to defeat the purpose of 
that law. There will be no fair accounting of 
the moneys in Kioibassa’s hands if he is to be 
sueceeded by his sinecure assistant. The de- 
feat of Bransfieid is necessary in order that 
there shall be an honest counting and an hon- 
est accounting of the city’s money.

By a vote of 276 to 229 the British House of 
Commons has adopted a resolution presented 
by its youngest member, Mr. Allen of New- 
castle-under-Lyme, providing that in future 
members of Parliament shall be paia for 
their services, Ihe vote seems to have been 
a party one—the Liberals supporting the res- 
olution, the Tories opposing it. There has 
been much discussion in the English papers 
on this question, and the principle of the reso- 
lution was made part of the Liberal program 
at the convention in Newcastle about a year 
and a half ago. In the time of the Tudors it 
was the custom of the constituencies to pay 
their members. Whén the membership of the 
Honse of Commons passed into the hands of 
country squires and the younger members of 
the aristocracy the custom fell into disuse, 
and no payment has been made the members 
since the restoration of the Stuarts. It will 
not be necessary to pass a law to give effect to 
Mr. Allen’s resolution, All that will have to be 
done will be to include the amount necessary 
for the payment of the members in the esti- 
mates of the House of Commons, or, as it 
would be called in America, the general ap- 
propriation bill, It is understood that Mr. 
Gladstone has given his sanction +o this 
course, The amount agreed upon is 4400 
($2,000) per annum for each member. This 
will be a great boon for the labor members 
and it will no doubt lead to the increase of 
their numbers in the Huuse of Commons, 
But ft will be a far greater relief for-the Irish 
members, most of whom are men in humble 
circumstances who have found it difficult to 
maintain themselves in London—so difficult 
that their attendance has been rather pre- 
carious, If the Tory members act in accord- 
ance with their ideas in opposing the resolu- 
tion they will not accept payment. That will 
be so much saved for the British taxpayers. 
{t will be hke Tory cant and humbug for 
members of the party closely connected with 
the recipients of pensions, for which there 1s 
no reasonable excuse, to object to payment 
for real services,

Tue long strike of the English cotton spin- 
ners, which has lasted for about five months 
and has kept between fourteen and fifteen 
million spindles idle, has at last come to an 
end. The employers insisted at the outset on 
a reduction of 5 per cent in wages. After 
standing out for some time the operatives pro- 
posed to accept a temporary reduction of 2 
per cent. The employers would not agree to 
that, declaring that there was no profit for them 
even at the5 percent reduction. Finally both 
sides have agreed to compromise on a cut of 
seven pence in the pound, which is very near- 
ly 3 percent. The operatives were probabiy 
neatly at the end of their resources. Those 
who belonged to unions had relief funds on 
hand when the strike begar. That money has 
about gone. Those who did not belong to 
unions have suffered acutely, all the more so 
because of the severity of the winter. On the 
other hand, the employers have lost heavily. 
Their plants have been idle and their custom- 
ers have left them for others. This strike was 
one of those obstinate conflicts between labor 
and capital which Democrativ free traders say 
are caused by protective tariffs and which 
never would happen in the United States were 
it to renounce the protective policy. It is true 
that the bitterest and most desperately con- 
tested battles between capital and labor take 
place in free trade England, but that is a cir- 
cumstance which the American free trade 
doctrinaires ignore. | 


Ar last the existence of a “‘sea serpent is 
vouched for by respectable authority, so far 
as such a creature can be supposed to fill the 
role in a lake of fresh water. A Captain and 
Lieutenant in the United States army testify 
that they have seen such a monster in the lake 
but a short distance from Fort Sheridan, a 
few miles north of Chicago. As the gentle. 
men cannot be presumed to have any pecuni- 
ary interest in a scheme to boom a summer 
hotel in that vicinity the reason hitherto 
numerously alleged for reported seeing of a 
sea serpent does uot existin this case. The 
described thirty feet in length may not be so 
gigantic a measure as some of those alleged 
to have been estimated by persons who 
thought they saw a like monster in the ocean, 
but, like the wound that killed Mercutio, 
“twill do.“ By all means the “critter’’ 
ought to be secured for exhibition ¢ at the Fair. 


Carr. Joux F. Fiverty in his paper, the 
Citizen, comes out this week in manly repudi- 
ation of thedemagogues who insist on mak ing 
St. Patrick's day a legal holiday.”

In the Twelfth Ward the citizens have nomi- 
nated Wilhs G. Jackson, ex-President of the Real 
Estate Board, as an independent candidate. He 


is a capable man of the highest integrity. He is 


largely interested in the welfare and good gov- 
ernment of Chicago. He is an intelligent and 
high-minded gentleman. He would represent 
worthily the largest ward of the city and one of 
the most intelligent. How can any considerable 
number of the citizens of that ward hesitate to 
piefer Mr. Jackson to the chronic candidate and 
oft-defeated ex-Ald..

Opinion of the Secretary.

| ~ | REAL ESTATE MARKET 


THE WEATHER OONDITIONS ABE Un- 
‘PAVORABLE 70 TRADE. 


Progress Made by Electric ‘and Elevated 
Railway Companies — Rapid Transit 
Facilities to Be Furnished to All Out- 
lying Sections of the City—Plans for New 
Bulldings of All Kinds—Leases in the 
Business District—Disposal Made of the 

\ Structure at Harrison and Clark Streets. 


There was not a single transaction of promi- 
nence to mark the real estate operations of 
last week, The conditions of the weather 
were entirély against the broker, and, as a re- 
| sult, the transfer list totals from day to day 
were small and only such transactions were 
represented as called for no special work on 
the part of agents. Until the season fairly 
opens and subdivision men begin operations 
| the market cannot have any semblance of 
activity. There may be a number of inter- 
esting transfers of down-town corners, but the 
operation of the new building ordinance is al- 
ready felt in checking negotiations for build- 
ing sites. If the validity of the ordinance is 
sustained the tearing down of old 
but substantial improvements will be discour- 
aged, and the clever architect and builder who 
can suggest schemes for remodeling old 
buildings at a low expense will be in demand. 
New building improvements will, of course, 
be of a substantial character to comply with 
the ordinance, but will be constructed as in- 
expensively as possible. Interiors will be 
planned with a view of securing the greatest 
square foot rental space. It is rumored that 
a test will be made of the validity of the pres- 
ent regulation limiting the height of buildings 
by an application for a permit authorizing the 
erection of a twelve-story building. If sucha 
permit is refused the matter will be carried 
into the courts. 

While but little is bemg done in the real 
estate market in the line of actual sales and 
transfers, a great deal of well-directed 
effort is being put forth in secur 
ing rapid transit facilities for the 
different parts of the city. A number of 
projects are on foot for furnishing rapid tran- 
sit to the North Side of the city by means of 
elyvated roads. The most promising of these 
provides for the construction of an elevated 
line by the Chicago North Side Elevated rail- 
road company. Tne Chicago and Evanston 
Electric road now in course of construction 
is to be operated in connection with the pro- 
posed elevated line, and although the two com- 
panies are, of course, entirely distinct many 
of the same people interested in the construc- 
tion of the electric line will be interested in 
the elevated railroad company.

The only one of the street rail- 
way companies which has fairly got under 
way and has been unsuccessful is the West and 
South Town Street railway company, which 
has a portion of its track laid between the 
river and Lawndale on Twenty-second street. 
This company has expended about $80,000 ia 
construction but has been harassed constantly 
by injunction proceedings, which it claims 
have been brought at the instance of the 
West Side Street railway company. The pro- 
moters of = company do not propose to 
et 5 to the presumed interference of the 
Yerkes people. as did the promoters of the 
Jefferson and Urban Transit company.

Since work was begun on the roadbed, Oct. 
6, 1892, the progress of the road has been of a 
most satisfactory nature.

It includes grading, 
ties, rails, steel bridges over rivers, culverts, 
steel bridges over railroads, overhead crossings 
of all wagor roads, and, in fact, a complete 
standard, double-track roadbed bet ween the cities 
named, everything being of standard steam con- 
struction. This contractis most valuable, as the

May Wheat Advances Sharply and July 
Breaks—Excitement on “the Curb 
More Interest Shown in the Leading 
Markets—Corn and Oats Break Off—Pro- 
visions Advance on Lighter Receipts of 
Hogs and a Better Demand in the Spec- 
vlative Market. 


The average of settlement prices for the 16 local 
stocks in the account at the Steck Exchange was 
80.4 Friday night. The same average yesterday 
was 80.1 fer the first account and 1. 1 for the sec- 
ond account. This shows an average of just one 
point difference between the first and second ac- 
count with stock on a basis of 80. That is equiva- 
lent to IM points difference on stock at par, or at 
the rate of 15 per cont for 33 
thirty days. While this’ difference may 
appear wide it is. really no wider 
than generally rules, and does not 
indicate that serious squeeze ia to be 
looked for on aecount of tight money in effecting 
the March,seitlement. It must do remembered 
that the money lender who takes advantage of 
the opportunity to change stock from the first to 
the second account does not make clear the en- 
tire amount of interest whieh the trader getting 
the stock changed ‘appéars to pay. A margin 
must be put up ip the clearing- house upon which 
no interest is obtained, so that the amount real - 
ized is somewhat less than the apparent gross 
figures. 

Asa whole the market was strong yesterday, 
notable strong in North Chicago “stock, which 
made another sharp advance. It closed Friday 
at 274% for the account. It opened yesterday at 
275% regular, and the t sale was at 276% 
regular, There seams to be little of the stock in 
the market. There was no sympathy in the move- 
ments of North Side and West Side. While North 
Side was displaying extraordinary strength 
West Side sagged. The opening was at % ad- 
vance over Friday's close, at 108M, but the stock 
quickly saggedé¢o 197%. Trading for the second 
account ranged from an opening at 201% down to 
200, closing at 200%. 

There was considerable stock changed from the 
March to the April account. Those with money 
to emplov in that operation were more numerous 
than the traders with stock on their hands. Any 
one with stock to turn could find the opportunity 
on every hand. The heaviness of the market for 
West Side was a general surprise. All the condi- 
tions seemed favorable for a rise. New York con- 
tinued degidediy buoyant and the condition there 
was much improved, The New York bank state 
ment was more favorable than expected. The 
whole local list was firm and the other street 
railway stocks notably strong. The turning 
charge, while large, was hardiv as large as an- 
ticipated, and the local money market was easier. 
Witn all these conditions a sharp advance in West 
Side was naturally looked for, and there was gen- 
eral surprise that it did not come. The publica- 
taon of the prospect of quo warranto proceedings 
being brought against the company undoubtedly 
had effect on the market, Whatever there may be 
in the future of these proceedings there is 
as yet nothing tangible.

The attempt of the Brifish Government,” 
continued the ex- Attorney-General, to trans- 
fer the Bering Sea controversy from the Ex- 
ecutive to the Supreme rt was defeated 
after a most elabora arguinent of 
the case. In a Against the 
Southern Pacific railway company in the 
Circuit and Supreme Courts several millions 
of acres of land claimed by that company 
have been redeemed and restored to the peo- 
ple. In a suit against the Union Pacific road 
and the Western Union Telegraph company 
Justice Brewer decides that Sailroade subsi- 
dized either by land grants or bonds must 
2 their own telegraph lines. 

In a great conspiracy case arising in the 
Circuit Courts of Georgia and Texas we have 
established by decisions of the Supreme Court 
the right and duty of the General Government 
to protect witnesses and orisoners of the 
United States against violence; also the right 
of such witnesses and prisoners to be pro- 
tected by the General Government, In other 
words, and in the language of Justice Miller 
in the Neagle case, it is now the settled law 
that there Is a peace of the United States.’ 


Punished Bank Frauds. 


In the prosecution of violations cf the 
National bank law the efforts: of the depart- 
ment were vigorous. as is shown by a large 
number of prisoners how im the penitentiary 
heretofore officers of such banks and men of 
high resrectability. An iwportant function 
of the department is to. defend the govern- 
ment against claims for moneys asserted in 
the Court of Claims, and here also the attor- 
neys of the department re most diligent 
— successful, In ma appropriations 
or the payment of judgments heretofore 
rendered in that court the Pifty-first Congress 
provided that before they could be paid they 
should be investigated by the Department of 


Justice, ana if evidence was found justifying 


such action motions for new trials must be 
made. In pursuance of such action the attor- 
neys of the departmeut found a large number 
of claims to be without merit, and on new 
trials defeated them. Asa result judgments 
amounting to hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars already granted have been set aside. 
During the week before March 4 I was advised 
uf the defeat of one such claim aggregating 
over $15,000.

“As to the work of the department in the 
matter of official opinions given to the, Presi- 
dent and heads of departments, part of those 
opinions are published in the nineteenth 
volume and speak for themselves. 

Labor One Cause of Defeat. 

As to the causes that led to the defeat of the 
Republican party at the last election Mr. 
Miller preferred nut to discuss the question. 
He admitted having very decided views on 
that question, but thought it inadvisablo to 
give them out for publication. 

He finally consented to say, however, that 
in his judgment ‘* The one influence more 
potent than all others for the defeat was the 
labor troubles, and the bitterness resulting 
therefrom. The misapprehensions growing out 
of somewhat radical changes in the tariff were 
also felt. The third party movement, which 
counts for nothing in the elections in the 
Solid South, lost seven States to the Repub- 
licans in the North. Other influences were 
felt, but these were the most important.“ 

Regarding the future prospects of the party 
Mr. Miller first declared that he had always 
abstained from the habit of giving forth pre- 
dictions, as that would be getting into a do- 
main of which he could not claim te have 
any knowledge. But, This much, however, 
I will say. The Republican party is a party 
with definite, well defined principles and pur- 
poses—a party of affirmations, which when in 
power is always going forward, pioneering 
new methods and new measures for the bene- 
tit of the people. It is a party necessary to 
the progress and development of the country, 
with a great career in the past and as I believe 
a greater career in the future.“ 


CALLS IT “FAITHFUL AND EFFICIENT.” 


Ex-Secretary Noble So Sams Up the Ad- 
ministration of President Harrison. 


Sr. Lovis, Mo., March 18.—[Special. |—Ex-

However, with all 
due diffidence I will say that in my opinion 
his administration was one of the best we ever 
had. It was faithful and efficient. I do not 
feel that it would be becoming in me to say 


more. 

„What. in your opinion, were the causes of 
the defeat of the Republican party?“ 

„J really have no opinion to give. I have 
heard the matter di so frequently and 
such a variety of reasons assigned that it 
seems to m2 that this question is by no means 
certain. 1 believe that the defeat was largely 
due tu the lack of interest on the part of Ro- 
publicans. The Republicans who failed to 
vote are, in my judgment, more to blame for 
the change than the increase in the vote of 
the opposition. Mr. Cleveland received but a 
small number of votes over his vote of 1888. 
when he was defeated. He did not get enough 
to have elected him if the Republicans had 
turned out in force. This seems to me to be 
the principal reason for the reverse.

EX-SECRETARY FOSTER TALKS. 


He Would Not Change thé Minneapolis 
| 5 Platform at All. 

ostorma, O., March 25,—;Spegial. ]—Ex- 
Secretary Charles Foster — N 
trom Washington to make Fostoria his home 
again, and he seema glad to get back among 
the old friends of his boyhood days. Mr. 
Foster again takes up life as a private citizen 
with the consciousness of having made 4

Seated in his cozy library, surrounded by 
well-filled shelves of books, he - readily con- 
sented to talk about his labor ia the Treasury 
Department and matters pertaining to the 
Republican party with the utmost freedom 
and without reserve as follows: 

What do you think of the last administra- 
tion? 

Mr. FHarrison's administration was in 
many ways a most remarkable one. Its for- 
eign policy elevated the tone of our diploma- 
cy. It was fearless and just in dealing with

great many enemies in his appointments, and 
altogether I think the internal dissensions 
will make the party much less difficult to de- 
feat than it was in the late contest.

I 
consider it one of the soundest platforms ever 
adopted by the party, and if we had been suc- 
cessful last fall every provision of the plat- 
form would have been faithfully carried 
out, which no one pretends to say 
will be the case with the Democratic 

latform. ‘The Republican party has been 
nest in its efforts to legislate for the very 
best interests of the people of the whole 
country.

It was remarkable for its integ- 
rity, for the excellent character of its appoint- 
ments, remarkable for its freedom from scan- 
dals of every description, and remarkable for 
its honesty in handling public funds. It 
should be remembered that the administra- 
tion handled over 17,000 millions of money, 
and so far as we are able to learn without the 
loss of a single dollar, which I certainly think 
is a most remarkable record, and one of 
which any President might be proud. Our 
navy nas made very rapid strides ia the last 
four years. Our people have never been so 
prosperous and the e ddllar nev- 
er went so far in the way of purchasi both 
the necessaries and luxuries of life as it does 
today, and when the administration was 
turned over to our political opponents the 
country was in a condition of prosperity un- 
precedented in ite whole history.“ 

“To what, inen, do you attribute the defeat 
of the Republican party? 

J think the so-called force bill was 
means of holding the solid South toge . 
There is no question that the South wagon 
the verge of disintegration, but now is buoyed 
up by the success ot the party. How long 
this effect will last it is difficult to say. The 
first real alarm which I felt during the cam- 
paign as to the success of the party was on 
my arrival home from Washmgton a few days 
before the election, when a member of t 
local committee notified me that the labor 
unions had taken official action in regari to 
the nomination of Mr. Whitelaw Keid as 
Vice-President, who is, by the way, a most 
excellent man, but has been recognized for 
the Jast fifteen years, or possibly more, as 
the recognized foe of all organized labor. I 
know that this dissatisfaction could not be 
local, but that it was incited from a higher 
authority. Take for illustration the vote of 
the State of Ohio and analyze it. You will 
find that we lost most heavily in the iron and

glass districts at Cleveland, Youngstown, 
Akron, and other large manufactur: cities. 
The Amalgamated Association and Federa- 
tion of Labor got the idea in some way that 
the Republican party was opposed to organ- 
ized labor and my impression is that the va- 
rious lodges of these orders were instructed to 
vote the Democratic ticket, the leaders having 
the erroneous idea that the Republican party 
rather champi ned Carnegieism.“ 

Do you think the McKinley tariff had 
anythmg todo, with your defeat?“ 

It probably had its effect. There are a 
number of men in the party who have an idea 
thet the McKinley tariff could have been 
materially modified without destroying its 
effectiveness as a protective policy, and while 
many of them were those who had not. given 
the matter careful study still it had ite effect 
and possibly lost usa number of votes, In 
Wisconsin and Ilhnois I think we were de- 
feated by the school question entering into the 
contest. I am satisfied that in Wisconsin this 
is what defeated us.”’ 

What does the future of the party promise? 
Will the Republican party be successful four 
years from now!?“ 

„Ot course that depends largely upon cir- 
cumstances, If the Democrats carry out the 
provisions of their national platform I have 
no doubt that the Republican. party will re- 
gain power at the next Presidential election, 
and with the lack of unity in the Democratic 
party on such important measures’ as the 
tariff and silver Ithiuk we will beat them any- 
how. I do not think, however, that they will 
carry out the policy of the platform, nor do I 
think that they had any intention of doing so, 
with the exception, possibly, of a very few of 
the radical free-traders of the party. Mr. 
Cleveland and Mr. Carlisle will probably 
formulate a tariff bill which will be 
moderate in its reduction. It will not bea 
horizontal cat, nor will it, in any sense, be a 
free-trade measure. My impression is that 
Mr. Cleveland is going to be bose, and what 
he says will go with the party. You will re- 
member that in his inaugural address he 
stated that the Democratic party was not a 
party of destruction, and that it dees not tear 
down industries. I infer from that that it his 
purpose to afford moderate protection to 
American industries after the spirit of the 
McKinley tariff. Taking the tin business, for 
instance, manufacturers will say to Mr.

UNCLE JERRY FEELS HONOBED. 


‘Proud te Have Been in the Cabinet of 


President Harrison. 

Wasurneton, D. C., March 25,—[Special. ]— 
Ex-Secretary Jerry Rusk of the Agricultural 
Department is a stalwart Republican, but he 
does not blink his eyes at the mistakes of his 
party. He is proud to have been a member 
of President Harrison’s Cabinet. -He thinks 
the record of the Harrison edministration 
ought to have given it another term, yet he has 
no fault to find because the verdict of the ma- 
jority was otherwise. He looks witha hopeful 
eye to the future, trusting to the party to go 
forward on broadly national lines. eliminate 
local and sectional issues, and enter upon an 
aggressively American policy. He is not 
troubled over the financial problem. He be- 
lieves the great battles of the future will 
be fought on the field of commerce, and he 
views the maintenance of an effective navy as 
one of the agencies of commerciai develop- 
ment. Reciprocity naturally forms a cardinal 
article of his doetrine, and he declares for 
Hawaiian annexation as a part of the Repub- 
lican policy. 

Uncle Jerry was found at his home in Wash- 
ington by Taz Trisune- correspondent. 
When the subject of the visit was made known 
he talked frankly and freely. as he usually 
does. In answer to the correspondent’s ques- 
tion for his opinion of the Harrison adminis- 
tration Secretary Rusk said: President 
Harrison’s administration was in every sense 
a creditable one—creditable to the country, 
to his party, and to himself—and I believe 
that every man who had the honor of serving 
in his Cabinet takes a just pride in the fact 
that he was apart of it. I am confident of 
this: that there was not a single man who 
came into Me. Harrison’s Cabinet that did 
not learn to appreciate and honor him more 
during the course of the official connection. 
Speaking for myself, I can say truly that in 
the administration of my department I found 
Mr. Harrison always interested and sympathetic 
and ready and able to enter into the spirit of 
my work and to give me the benéfit of his re- 
markably far-seeing and common sense 
views. In fact, I do not believe we ever had a 
President who so familiarized himself with the 
scope of each one of the great departments 
of the government and who, consequently, 
was so well informed on the details of the 
work of the administration as a whole, It is 
a matter of great satisfaction to me that Mr.

There are plenty of 
men of this genera- 
tion, however, who are 
quite willing to take 
any imaginable risk 
on a goud beefsteak and a pot of beer. There 


gastronomical tastes who have assumed 
the self-imposed task of spreading 
the beefsateak gospel throughout the 


country, rewarded only by the pleasant con- 
sciousness of a gracious service to humanity. 


who have eaten a beefsteak. I mean a beef- 
steak im the highest style of intelligent cul- 
inary art. The old lady of Tennessee, who 
was famed for her beefsteaks, “ fried, suh, un- 
til they fairly crackled between your teeth, 
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has a great many counterparts throughout the 
Union, but she would scarcely please the mem- 
bers of the Turtle Bay Beefsteak club. Yet 
the possibilities of: the frying-pan are hardly 
more divergent from the gridiron and coals 
than the possibilities of the latter from those 
of the modern broiler and gas stove. 

About 100 years ago there was an old-fash- 
ioned tavern at the junction of Market, Mon- 
roe, and Hamilton streets, in New York, called 
“Shannon’s.” At that time it was a fashion- 
able neighborhood. The tavern was kept by 
aman named Shannon. It came to be known 
as *‘Shannon’s Corner, and is so spoken of 
by the oid-time New- Yorkers today. A couple 
of blocks away is Catharine Slip, at the foot of 
Catharine street, and there was Catharine 
Market. And Catharine Market is tne name 
and place yet. In the earlier times of 
Catharine Market the jolly butchers 
used to frequent Shannon’s; there they 
met the jolly sea captains and rough and 
ready pilots just in from the sea or on the eve 
of another voyage, and there all had jolly eat- 
ing and drinking bouts together. Those were 
the oid sailing days when the American mer- 
chant marine was at the height of its glory 
and the harbor of New York was full of ships. 


As these ships had to revictual in New York 


there was something more important than 
eating and drinking which drew the sea cap- 
tains to the tavern and Shannon’s Corner and 
Catharine Market. Naturally enough, too, 
under the circumstances, something besides 
good fellowship brought the jolly butchers to 
Shannon’s to eat and drink with the sea cap- 
tains. There was profitable business to be 
done. But tradition says that the eating and 
drinking were something tremendous. 
Aids to Business. 

To promote business and grease the wheels 
of good fellowship the butchers ot Catharine 
Market were wont to bring to Shannon’s tav- 
ern the richest and juciest steaks and tender- 
est chops the market afforded. These were 
served up to the old sea dogs with foaming 
tankards of ale. The dullest imagination can 
grasp the significance of such a feast to men 
who had but anchored their vessels in the bay 
after voyages of from three to six months, 
during which time they had lived on salt junk, 
wevilly biscuit, and molasses. 

By the law of the place the Jandlord of the 
tavern was obliged to furnish the fire and the 
salt and pepper and butter. No doubt he was 
very glad to do it. Thetire was of hickory 
wood, probably in the earlier days built in an 
open fireplace, but later; we are told, in a now 
old-fashioned square box stove. When the 
wood had become reduced to coals the stove 
door was opened and the steak placed upon a 
rude gridiron was thrust within. Meanwhile 
bread was cut into slices and served with the 
stesk when all was ready. 

The sea captains and the pilots and butch- 
ers sat around as best they could, taking each 
his bit of steak and bread in one hand, as if 
it were a sandwich, and his tankard of ale in 
the other, and fell to. There was little cere. 
mony. The cooking went on, the morsels and 
ale were replenished until all were satisfied. 
lf the eating and drinking were prolonged far 
into the evening, accompaaied with stories of 
the sea and enlivened by simple sailors’ songs, 
it is what might be expected of such a hearty 
and companionable crowd, And if the partic- 
ular steaks of certain butchers grew in favor 
with the eating and resulted in good barguins, 
it was business. 

This custom was kept up at the same “ cor- 
ner until about five years ago. There are 
plenty of New-Yorkers now living who sat 
around that old box stove and ate steaks and 
drank ale with the butchers of Catharine Mar- 
ket and the pilots and skippers of New York 
harbor. The last man who broiled steaks in 
the old box stove was A. W. Miller, now 
known as “Auction Bill” Miller. He kept 
the tavern for about forty years and retired 
about five years ago, worth half a million, 
taking the old stove with him. 


For the Favored Few. 


Miller is still living and takes great delight 
in getting together a few of his old cronies 
now and then and cooking a steak for them in 
the old stove and in the oid way. He keeps 
the thing mighty dark, however, aa the press- 
ure forthe favor would be greater than he 
could stand. Nor woula he reveal the hiding 
place of his steve. During the forty years he 
cooked steaks on “Shannou’s Corner he 
served many of the foremost and wealthiest 
men of New York, With his retirement went 
out the old way of cooking steak. In the 
meantime, however, there were a goodly num- 
ber of men who had steak appetites pampered 
in his. culinary school. Hanging: in Nick 
Engel's place, on Twenty-seventh street, is an 
vid picture of Miller’s ancient grili room on 
‘**Shannon’s corner.“ Miller himself is rep. 
resented in the act of broiling a steak and 
Nick Engel is in the background serving the 
assembled guests. The latter sit around, each 
with anapkin unfolded across knees, wait- 
ing for his savory morsel. No knives or forks 
were allowed and plates were a superfiuity. 
The single dish was a platter upon which the 
steak rested. This r first been 
placed on the stove, a tablespoonful of butter 
melted in it, and the proper allowance of salt 

steak carved in it 
with bread ed. As each 
man took his slice of. he dipped it in the 
melted butter, got his piece of steak, and was 
ready for operations. 

Long before Mr. Miller retired from the 
business the sea Captains and pilots had re- 
tired from the fieid and their places had been 
taken by well-to-do merchants, sweils, and 
men abouttown. The practical origin had 
been lost in purely gastronomical pleasures. 
It had become a fad. The wealthy butchers 
were still back of the thing, however, and to 
furnish steaks for Miller's was an honor not 
to be despised. The best beeves came from 
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A big 
tankard of ale and small slices of bread went 
with it. That was all. The beefsteak dinner 
as simple as it may appear, was nota short 


one. It was enlivened by recitations, songs, 


and stories, and often l as long as a din- 
ner of seven courses would last, and—so 
claim—was not half so indigestible. 


A Beefsteak Renaissance. 


The modern beefsteak eater has manifold 
advantages over his earlier brother.. The art 
of preparing and cooking steaks has advanced 
along with rest of the world. Superseded 
forafew years by the French and Italian 
schools of cookery, the chop house languished. 
But out of the ashes of the old hickory wood 
stove of Miller's has risen a new era of 


steaks and chop house simplicity. We 
are — about to enjoy a 
beefstea renaissance. It began with 


IN SHANNON’S CORNER, 


by Frederick Oppermann, the wealthy brewer, 
on Forty-fifth street, near First avenue, New 
York. There the first dinner was served, It 
was in the old style, but the cooking was 
performed on a gas stove. There were forty 
persons at the first dinner. To Mr. Opper- 
mann belongs the credit of reviving and per- 
— the beefsteak dinner as it began at 
hannon’s and was practiced at Miller’s. 

From the Turtle Bay Beefsteak club has 
sprung twenty beefsteak clubs in New York 
alone. And the leading “— of these are in- 
tent upon spreading the fsteak gospel to 
the uttermost corners of the country. Two 
clubs have been organized in Brooklyn, one 
in Detroit, and one in Pittsburg. Arrange- 
ments are being made for the founding of a 
club in Washington City. It is caleuiated by 
the beefsteak eaters that the impression upon 
the Federal stomach will be so profoundly sat- 
isfactory that it will result in a big boom for 
the order. For the spirit which animates the 
beefsteak eaters is warmly fraternal in its 
nature, and next to enjoying the pleasures of 
the table themselves, they love to extend that 
enjoyment to the heathen, who, if not gastro- 
nomically befogged by the mysteries of 
French cookery, are still suffering che in- 
testinal tortures of the frying pan. 

The Turtle Bay Beefsteak clubis regarded 
as the parent organization, and all clubs out- 
side of New York are initiated into the Order 
of Beefsteak Eaters by a committee from the 
parent club. When the Detroit club was 
started in the spring of 1891 the delegation 
from this city took along with them every- 
thing requi for the ceremonies of installa- 
tion—stove, carving knives, white jackets, 
white caps, white aprons. The wealthiest 
men of Detroit sa down to the installation 
dinner along with a formidabie party from 
New York. As the officiating committee were 
dressed. like cooks a good many Datroiters sup- 
posed they were professional cooks brought on 
and hired todo the job by the other New- 
Yorkers. The latter humored the joke. At 


the close of the banquet the delighted Michi- } 1 


ganders passed around the hat and took up a 
liberal tip for the cooks. They were much 
chagrined to learn that they had been tipping 
gentlemen who could buy and sell them. The 
Detroit club thusstarted gives a beefsteak din- 
ner every ten days. 


A Famous Feed. 


Since that time one of the most successful 
dinners was given by the parent club at Al- 
bany; or, rather, it was Senator Stadler’s din- 
ner to the Lieutenant-Governor and the Sen- 
ate, prepared by the officials of the Beefsteak 
club. It was at Taylor’s brewery and was at- 
tended by every member of the Senate. A 
number of State officials were also present 
and the feast was devoured to the 
strains of orchestral music, singing, etc. 
Another club was ordered in Paterson, N. J 
to which the rich owners of silk mills and 
other leading men belong. Then a club was 
started in Pittsburg and triumphantly in- 
stalled by the New-Yorkers. The latter had a 
special train and carried with them not only 
the usual paraphernalia but the meat. They 
took 220 pounds of beefsteak and 40 pounds 
of chops. Each steak was a choice cut and 
was wrapped in a waxed paper wrapper. The 
bill for meat alone was This meat was 


furnished by the same butcher who used to 


furnish the steaks for Miller's. About seventy 
people sat down to this Pittsburg beefsteak 
dinner, and they are not weary of talking 
about it yet. : 
How to Cook It, 

The refrigerator has also played its part in 
the game of cookery, for to get tender steaks 
it is necessary to have kept the meat about 
two months. No matter how fine the con- 
dition of the vattle before killing, the steak will 
be tough unless it has been kept long enough. 
No skill of cookery can make a tough steak 
tender. The first requisite, therefure, is to 
get a steak that has been kept long 
enough. The very sight of this as it comes 
from the refrigerator would effectually 
deter any woman from buying it, for it is 
covered with a repulsive mold, and looks as if 
it were fit only for the garbage wagon. The 
butcher and the beefsteak expert know better. 
The sides and ends trimmed off, meat of a 
dark biood-red color is disclosed. This should 
be sliced about two inches thick, the end 
known as waste cut off, leaving the solid ten- 
derloin and sirloin. The trunmuing of a por- 
terhouse takes about one-third its weight, 
Reduced thus the steak should then be liber- 
ally seasoned with salt and pepper. A test of 
the condition of the steak is a pressure of the 
finger. If it is tender the impression remains 
on the meat. 

Prepared thus the steak is placed on a com- 
mon broiler and put in the gas stove, the 
flame of which is above and from an inch and 
a half to two inches from it. It takes about 
twenty minutes to cook such a steak—ten for 
each side. It should be cooked slowly. for 
the meat has just come off the ice and takes 
time to get heated through. The dripp: 
pan beneath catches the juice that used to fall 
in the coals and burn the steak. This juice is 
afterward poured over the steak and its sav- 
ing is possible only by the gas stove. This 
manner of@ooking steak is bei adopted by 
all the taurants in New York. sides

Had Been Abandoned—Some Very Long 
Voyages—Thirty Days Once, Required 
for a Trip from New York to Liver- 


ROSSING the broad 
Atlantic, now buried 
under blinding mista, 
now tossed by driving 
tempests, where float 
vessels derelict. more 
dangerous than the 
mountainous iceberg, 
where fire is more 
pitiless than on land 
ho shall say what 
tragedies are not there 
enacted? And when 
mystery shrouds the 
fate of those who have 
trusted themselves 

upon the treacherous waters never to return, 
bow much more terrible the tragedy ! 

A stately ship steams from the harbor for 
a voyage across the sea. No alarm is felt 
when 1t does not reach its destination on the 
day it ia expected, Twodays or three days 
pass, and it has been detained by head winds 
and storms, the agents say. A week goes by 
and still no news. Then the story is that the 
machinery has broken down. Other vessels 
arrive over the same path, but bring no word 
of the missing ship, and anxious friends and 
relatives are comforted by the assurance that 
the vessel has drifted out of the usual course 
of travel while making repairs. 

They are told the ship could not sink. Its 
atrong steel sides could defy the waves, Its 
watertight compartments would keep it afloat 
after any collision, and it could not have 
burned, else its iron hull would have been 
sighted by other vessels attracted by the glow 
of the flames. Another week and a month 
and hearts grow sick with hope deferred. 

Added to the Long List. 


Perhaps then a bit of wreckage is found 
bearing the name of the doomed ship. More 
delay without news, and finally even the 
agents and owners give up hope, Then the 
insurance companies pay, the vessel is offi- 
cially lost, and another is added to the mys- 
teries of the deep. 

There follows invariably the cruel hoax of 
some idiot or worse. A sealed bottle is picked 
up giving alleged news of the ship. Usually 
discrepancies in the letters themselves pro- 
nounce them bogus, but before this is discov- 
ered the feelings of those who have waited so 
long in vain are harrowed by a tale of storm 
and fire and a despairing farewell. 

Fortunately, however, the mystery does not 
alwaysend in a tragedy. Sometimes even 
after hope is abandoned the ship comes limp- 
ing in with machinery disabled or perhaps 
under sail alone. with all on board safe. Some- 
times after having drifted far out of the course 
it is towed in by another ship. Or, even it it is 
lost, the passengers are frequently rescued by 
some passing vessel. a 

From the stout steamer President, which 
was lost more than half a century ago, to the 
Naronic, so long delayed this month, the list 
is indeed long. The names of some of these 
unfortunate vessels have become historic. 

The President left New York just fifty-two 
years ago yesterday for Liverpool, with thirty- 
one passengers aboard. It steamed out of 
sight forever, Hope, however, was not aban- 
doned until the Britannic arrived at Boston 
May 6 without bringing any news of the miss- 
ing vessel. There were no transatlantic cables 
in those days, and the news could only be 
brought by water. 

Shortly before the Britannic sailed there 
was great excitement at Liverpool over the 
arrival of the Oriental, which resembied the 
President, from Egypt. The Oriental was at 
; supposed to be the long missing Prosi- 

ent. 


Destroyed in Ice-Fields, 


In the New York Herald of Friday, May 7, 
1841, appeared the following account of the 
fate of the President: 

Its probable, fate was met in the immense 
fields and islands of ice which we recently de- 
scribed as intercepting its course to the east. 
She could not swamp in a mere storm. It has 
run against aniceberg at night and gone down 
head foremost. | 

God have merey upon the soul of poor Capt. 
Roberts and all his passengers. Roberts was the 
first man to cross the Atlantic in a steamer, and 
the first to fall a victim to his honorable enter- 
prise. 

Then followed the names of the thirty-one 
persons comprising the passenger list. 

No marine disaster before or since, proba- 
bly, has been the cause of so much excite- 
ment and speculation as the inysterious fate 
which befell the City of Boston of the Inman 


ine. 
The City of Boston was in its day regarded 
as a remarkably fine specimen of naval archi- 
tecture, carrying freight, mail, and passen- 
gers. The vessel had been built under special 
survey and had received the highest classifica- 
tion at Lioyds’ and the Liverpool Alsoeiation 
of Underwriters. Its length of keel was 305 
feet and length over all 322 feet. It was 39 
feet wide and 27 feet 6 inches deep. Under 
the old measurements its tonnage was 2,278. 
It had two eagines of 300 horse-power each. 
Like a Liner of Today. 

The City of Boston was of iron, and its ribs 
ana beams, and, indeed, its whole framing, 
were securely bound together by heavy oi. 
er plates and ties. It was divided into eight 
compartments by seven strong and well 
secured water bulkheads, reaching from keel- 
son to upper deck. Besides steam power the 
City of Boston could spread a great deal of 
canvas, being ship rigged. 

The description of its accommodations for 
passengers is interesting when compared with 
those afforded on the transatlantic liners of 
today. The principal saloon was forty-eight 
feet long by eighteen wide and seven feet six 
inches high. There were accommodations for 
more than 100 first-class passengers. Capt. 
Halcrow, an experienced seaman and officer, 
was its commander. 

The City of Boston left New York Jan. 25, 
1870, and cleared from Halifax three days 
later for Southampton and Liverpool. It had 
aboard, besides the crew, 112 cabin and steer- 
age passengers. It carried a cargo of cotton, 
flour, beef, wheat, aud copper ore, weighing 
890 tons, and 937 tons of coal. The machinery 
weighed 390 tons. 

Nothing was ever heard of the ship after it 
left Halifax. Feb. 23 an English Government 
steamer was dispatched from Halifax to 
search forthe missing steamer, but without 
result. It was hoped up to that time that the 
machinery had broken down and the ship was 
proceeding under sail alone. 

A Cruel Hoax. 

The excitement throughout this country and 
England over the fate of the City of Boston 
was intense. When in March a dispatch was 
received from Liverpool stating that the ship 
was safe the joy was boundless. The news 


was annouaced in the House of Representa- | 


tives, where business was immediately sus- 
pended, while the members congratulated one 
another on the good tidings. In this city 
preparations were made to fire cannon im the 
City Hali Park and otherwise to celebrate the 
safe arrival of the missing vessel. 

A second dispatch arrived a few hours later 
22 put an end to the preparations for the 

lebration. It announced that there was no 
foundation for the news that the City of Bos- 
tun was safe. The disappointment redoubled 
the anxiety felt before. 

Mr. Inman three months after the ship 
sailed, in a letter to the Board of Trade of 
London, gave as his opinion that the City of 
Boston had got into a big field of floating ice, 
where it had probably foundered in a storm. 

Bottles containing alleged news from pas- 
sengers aboard the City of Boston were found 
yearly for half a dozen years after the disap- 
pearance of the ship. As late as 1876 it was 
surmised that the vessel had been blown up 
by dynamite, exploded by an infernal ma- 
chine. | 

The winter and spring of 1870 was a season 
of terrific gales that swept the Atiantic from 
north to south. Atthe same time that the 
Boston was missing the Samaria of the Cunard 
line and the ironciad Atianta, which had been 
sold after the war to the President of Hayti, 
were also supposed to be lost. 

Fate of the Pacific. 

Another steamship which, like the City of 
Boston, was never heard of after leaving port 
was the Pacific of the Collins line, Pa- 
cific sailed from Liverpool for this port in 
February, 1856. The ocean was scoured for 
some trace of it by steamers sent out for that 
purpose, among them being the Arctic, the 
vessel W went to the P seas in

News was expected for a long while from the 
Azores, but none came. 

It was not until the Timos from Gibraltar 
and the Astral from Rotterdam arrived at 
New York, the former passing over the track 
of the Erin without reporting any news of the 
missing ship, that hope was abandoned. Three 
months after the Erin sailed a bottle was 
found containing a letter purporting to have 
been written by one of the dozen cattle men 
aboard, stating that the ship was burning and 
death by fire or water the great storm 
which was raging at the time was a matter of 
a few minutes only. | 

The London Board of Trade, in its report 
on the loss of tne Erin, stated that the vessel 
had probably been overloaded, but the board 
did not venture the opinion that it was this 
that led to the loss of the ship. The Erin, the 
board declared, had probably foundered in 
the heavy January gales. 

Of the fortunate cases in which the human 
freight at least of ships long missing has been 
saved the most remarkable probably is that 
of the Danmark of the Thingvalla line. The 
Danmark, Capt. Knudsen, with 720 Norwe-

So long was the veesel missing that ite loss 
seemed assured. 

The Danmark Reported. 


The City of Chester of the Inman line, Ca 
Bond, which arrived at Queenstown April 
reported that in latitude 46 degrees north, long- 
itude 37 degrees west, it had passed the aban- 
doned Danmark. The fact, however, that the 
boats of the Danmark were reported missing 
seemed to indicate that the passengers might 
be safe, and the chains fastened to the bow of 
the abandoned steamer led shipping men to 
believe that it had been in tow of some other 
vessel, 

It was not until April 22 that news was re- 
ceived of Danmark’s passengers, all cf 
whom were safe. The vessel had broken its 
shaft in a storm April 4, and lay helpless in 
heavy seas. Fortunately the Missouri, from 
London bound for Philadelphia and Balti- 
more, fellin with the almost sinking ship. 
Tbe Missouri took the Danmark in tow, but 
on the following day, as the disabled skip 
seemed likely te sink at any moment, it was 
cast adrift. The Missouri, previbus to this, had 
taken aboard but twenty of the Darmark’s 
passengers, but now it jettisoned its cargo and 
took aboard all. Most of them were left on 
the Azores, but the Missouri brought 370 to 
Philadelphia. Engineer Kaas of the Dan- 
mark was killed when the shaft broke. 


Should Have Turned Back. 


Another case of a vessel so long overdue 
without being reported as to cause grave 
doubts of its safety was that of the Celtic of 
the White Star line. The Celtic left this — 
Dee. 18, 1883, for Queenstown. Twenty-four 
hours out it broke its shaft, but the Captain 
did not consider it advisable to turn back 
against the gale blowing at the time. It was 
finally taken in tow by the Britannic of the 
same line and arrived at its destination Jan. 
14, 1884, after a voyage of thirty days. 

No one supposed that the Anchoria of the 
Anchor line would ever be heard from when 
after leaving Glasgow, Scotland, Sept. 16, 
1886, no news was heard of it for twenty-five 
days. Its machinery had broken down Sept. 
24 about 800 miles from Newfoundland and all 
attempts to repair it were vain, It managed 
to crawl under sail to within 100 miles of St. 
John, where Chief Officer McFarlane, half a 
dozen of the crew, one passenger volun- 
teered to try to make land in a lifeboat to se- 
cure help. Thesmall bost reached St. John 
but a few hours before the Anchoria, however. 
The Miranda, which was immediately 
dispatched to help the big steamship, missed 
it on the way out. 

Anchoria Was Unlucky. 


The Anchoria was an unfortunate craft. On 
June 16, 1880, it came into collision with the 
Queen to the damage of both vessels, and it 
had another exciting experience Jan. 2, 1889, 
when six big tidal waves swept its deck. 

The Batavia is a name that was made fa- 
miliar by the fears occasioned by its long 
absence. It left New York Jan. 19, 1891, 
broke its shaft and was not heard of until Feb. 
12. Then the news came from the Azores that 
it had been towed safely into Fayal. 

Every one,.of course, will recall the experi- 
ence of the Umbria two months ago. The 
fleet Cunarder left Queenstown at 2:22 p. m. 
Dec. 18. It broke its shaft ane did not reach 
port until Dec, 31, the voyage requirmg more 
than twice the usual time. 

When one recalls the fate of the Oregon, the 
collisioh between the Celtic and the Britannic, 
running ashore of the City of Chicago 
one wonders that the marine disasters attend- 
ed with great loss of life are not more fre- 
quent. The Oregon, Capt. Cottier, just be- 
fore dawn on the morning of March 14. 1886, 
came in collision with a coal schooner. There 
were aboard the Oregon at the time 185 cabin, 
66 second-class, and 389 steerage passengers, 
and a crew of 205. 


. Luck on Their Side. 


Fortunately the sea was calm, the night 
was clear, and the collision occurred in the 
sail-crowded waters just off Fire Island, for 
the Oregon, in spite of its watertight com- 
partments, began immediately to fill, and it 
was soon apparent that it would sink. A 
pilot boat and another schooner which 
were close by took aboard the passen- 
gers. who were transferred soon after to 
the Fulda, which happened to be passing. The 
Oregon sank six hours after the collision. The 
schooner had foundered immediately with all 
hands. It is easy to imagine what might bave 
happened had the collision taken place on a 
dark, stormy night far out at sea, 

The collision in which the Britannic and the 
Celtic crashed together occurred May 19, 
1887, 350 miles east of Sandy Hook. 
Britannic was on its way to Liverpool while 
the Celtic was undin. As the vessels ap- 
proached each other in the heavy white mist 
that hung over the ocean the steam fog whist 
of each was plainly heard, but neither Cap- 
tain knew the whereabouts of the other’s ves- 
sel nor the direction in which it was moving. 
It was a fata! game of blind man’s buff. 

hen the great, sharp iron prow of the 
Celtic was finally seen from the deck of the 
Britannic it was too late. It was only a glan- 
cing blow, but fifty feet of the steel sheathing 
of the Britannic was ripped away; «five mien 
on the decks were killed and a dozen others 
were badly hurt. 


Jumped Overboard id heir Paule. 


In the panic that followed men aud women 
from both vessels in their mad fright jumped 
overboard, Fortunately, however, all these 
were rescued by the boats that had been im- 
mediately lowered from both steamships. 

As was not the case with the Oregon, the 
doors between the watertight compartments 
were in working order. th vessels jimped 
into port, the Celtie under the convoy of the 
Marengo and the Britannic with the British 
Queen Oy = , alongside. Britannic’s 
hold was full of water, and it was feared when 
it was pumped out that several bodies would 
be found there. This apprehension, however, 
proved groundless, 

The lit of marine accidents and mysteries 
might be multiplied indefinitely. It is to be 
noted, however, that the adoption of interna- 
tional codes of signals and regulations and the 
advance in the art of shipbuilding are render- 
ing the percentage of accidents smaller each 
year.

“TRUTH TO NATURE AT ALL HAZ 
ARDS ” I8 HER MOTTO. 
— N 

She Adds No Touch of Embellishment for 
the Sake of Adornment—The Italian Is 
the Most Advanced If Not as Yet the 
Most Illustrious Actress of Her Age— 

How she Differs from Clara Morris and 
Modjeska~More Naturalistic Than Real- 
istic—Amusement Notes. 

“Grandeur without pomp and nature with- 


out triviality.”” This was the great Talma’s 
ideal of acting, The former part of the sen- 
tence deals with tragedy, or sublimated life; 
the latter with that vast sphere of human ex- 
istence which the French ascribe to the do- 
moin of comedy. 


“Nature without trivielity ’—toward that 


end has been the tendency of acting from the 
days of masks and stilts to the present time, 


when playgoers see in Signora Eleonora 

Duse the most advanced, if not as yet 

the most illustrious actress of her age. 

Let one now try to determine her rank after 

having seen her in Camille“ and Fedora.” 

The names of her great professional sisters 
may be used, not for comparison, but for 
iliustration.. Of all American actresses the 
one to which the newcomer is most akin, both 
in method and nature, is Clara Morris; that is, 
before Miss Morris became indurated. The 
American had a morbid temperament and a 
narrow province: and her talent, such as it 
was, was arrested in-its development, but 
she was essentially naturalistic like Sig- 
nora Duse. Nature she clasped closely, 
but her besetting fault was that 
she frequently descended to triviality. 
She would hold her audience under her spell 
until she would say ordo something that de- 
stroyed the sense of illusion, and the whole 
structure of the scene would come tumbling 
down likea house of cards. Signora Duse, 
while having a wider temperament than Miss 
Morris—though perhaps not a keener sense of 
pathos—is immeasurably a finer artist; her 
spirit skims closer to nature than any now in 
the world of the drama, and yet never dips its 
wings. She is nearest to truth—one will not 
say to beauty—of all living actresses. 

The three greatest artists of emotion now 
before the public are Sarah Bernhardt, Helena 
Modjeska, and Eleonora Duse. Ellen Terry 
and Ada Rehan, bothof whom are great in 
skill and greater still in personal charm, are 
distinctively comedienn belonging to the 
Saxon-Celtio régime founded by Peg Woffing- 
ton. The three dark-eyed Latins must be 
grouped together. The most conservative of 
these is Mme. Modjeska. She is the idealist— 
the most poetical of the trio. She can never 
sacnifice beauty to truth, but will do the op- 
posite; The vesture of her art is loaded with 
the rich embroidery of the fancy. She could 
teach the queens of old romance how to act 
regally. 

Bernhardt is a realist in our nineteenth 
century sense. Her realism approximates to 
truth in the spirit of the Positive philosophy 
which colors the entire art of our She 
has the uncanny Oriental magic of diablerie 
which is serpentine. Her methods are more 
modern than Modjeska’s; she is near to 
being the real woman she enacta, yet she 
uses all the weapons of the armory of the 
past. The Polish actress is to her moon- 
light unto sunlight.” 

* 
* * 

Signora Duse is more than realistic; she is 
naturalistic; she is absolutely the creature 
she represents. (The reader will imagine the 
word is as printed ig italics.) She 
has not the poetical fancy of Mod- 
jeska; she has not the fiery force 
of Bernhardt; but she has more 
uncompromising truth in her than in 
both of her sister artists. Truth to nature 
at all hazards,“ seems to be her motto, and to 
let beauty take care of itself. She weeps, she 
suffers; ber face is buried in her hands and 
her elbows are on her knees, as she sits rock- 
ing. Both Bernhardt and Modjeska would 
preserve the flowing line of beauty in por- 
traying the pathos of the s.tuation. Before 
you can feel disturbed at Duse’s attitude the 
naturalness of it flashes across the brain, con- 
vincing you it is true. Anon the actress 
lifts up a face, strained with sorrow and the 
eyes reddened,, and you are about to 
say, It is ugly,“ when the same flash of con- 
viction interferes, It is true.“ 

Imperially does the great Sarah wield the 
shining weapons that tradition has placed at 
her disposal. She is proud of her skill at 
using them. She is of the theater theatrical, 
but how magnificently so! Actors and 
actresses should make up her audiences, for 
only artists can appreciate an art which blinds 
one temporarily to nature and superim poses 
something more brilliant. How skillfully she 
prepares for her climacteric points, and how 
they overwhelm the house! It is dazzling art. 

With a modesty that may confound her for 
a moment with supernumeraries, as when she 
plays Santuzza in the peasant tragedy, Sig- 
nora Duse is discovered on the boards, not in 
the prominence which her professional stand- 
ing gives her, but in that position to which the 
character itself is entitled. Not once in the 
whole performance that ensues does egotisnf 
assert itself by drawing the attention of the 
spectator to the personality of the actress, 
An American actress playing in the sick 
chamber in the first act of Fedora“ 
would make herself the central figure, and 
weuld deciaim enough to distract the dying 
man. Signora Duse is submissive to the 
physicians; is still in her movements, and 
keeps her perfect self-restrain until the sud- 
den discovery of death shocks from her a cry 
of horror. 

Again for several minutes in the third act 
the actress has not a word to utter; yet all the 
eyes in the theater are fixed on her blanched 
face, which mirrors every passion of the heart 
with a graphic power that language does not 
posseds. Yet she makes no effort to 
take the attention from Loris to herself; 
the actor knows that she is not selfishly rival- 
ing him, and is not driven to exaggeration by 
the mere force of competition. 

Unerringly does the Italian actress differ- 
entiate what is theatrical from What is truly 
human in every situation.

Take, for in- 
stance, the parting with Armand in the third 
act of Camille.“ One of the most beautiful 
things Mme.

It is said that Signora Duse is studying 
Shakspeare and hopes some time to act in En- 
glish. How she will treat the poetical ideals 
of the English poet is a matter of conjecture; 
certainly the quality of her genius fits her for 
nothing go much as for the dissected ideals of 
Henrik Ibsen. 

There are several members of the com- 
pany who deserve praise and they would 
receive ater attention if popular in- 
terest were not centered in the actress. 
It may be said, however, that Sig. Ando, whose 
Armand and is have been highly com- 
thended, has not any superior among the 
young leadmg men of America. 

The company is not so remarkable for its 
individual brilliancy as it is for its harmony 
of concerted action.

An idea is given of 
his work in the fact that America contains 
2,800 costumes, They have been made in 
London, Paris, and Vienna, and for richness, 
design, and variety have never been equaled. 
Under the full direction of Imre Kiralfy, 
Carlo Coppi, the leading European ballet 
master, has been engaged to superintend the 
ballet, and he also takes charge of the stage. 
The star is Mile. Luigia Cerale of the Vienna 
Opera-House, and the premier danseuse is 
Mlle. Stochetti of Milan. These are assisted 
by eight secundos and eight distinctosa, 

Among those enga for the principal 
characters are Misses uise Beandet, Lottie 
Gilman, Russell, Malcolm, Herr Bornemann, 
Sigs. Brighenti, Otavi, Bigiarilli ana 
Campana. The ballet will number 200 
and 100 voices will heard in the 
chorus. The scenery is grand in ite 
artistic effect and magnificent arrange- 
ment, It has all been painted by 
Parisian artists of note, who have been en- 
gaged in the work for the past eight months. 
Among these are the scenic artists, Amable 
Gardy, Rube, and Chaperon, of the Gran 
Upera-House, Fromont, the celebrated scene 
painter, and Lemeunier, the landseape artist. 

The properties have been made in ndon, 
and the greatest care has been taken to har- 
monize everything. Not one piece of scenery 
used in the Auditorium will appear in Amer- 
ica.” Even a new curtain has been pre- 
pared. The entire stage width and depth 
will be used, giving more stage open- 
ing than any theater in Europe. One of 
the scenes and mechanical features is 
an adjustable proscenium arranged by Mr.

PECAN CULTIVATION IN A NUTSHELL. 


The “ Father” of the Industry Gives the 
Result of Twenty Years’ Experience. 
Down at Ocean Springs, Miss., lives W. R. 
Stuart, the father of the pecan industry of 
the country. Though 73 years old he is an 
enthusiast on the subject, and what time he 


livered by the celebrated Dr. Spurgeon of 
London, lately deceased.

Last week Tun Tarsune gave in its news 
columns the facts lying behind the charge of 
plagiarism brought by William Horace 
Brown of this city against Bronson Howard. 
It is claimed that Aristocracy u in sub- 
stance a rewriting of an oarlier play of Mr. 
Brown, entitled “Coins and Coronets.“ 
There is certainly a remarkable similarity be- 
tween the plots. This, however, would of 
itself be far from con vineing if the same 
similarity did not extend to the aubplot and 
even to minor characters. In dialogue 
“ Aristocracy’”’ is polished in the extreme and 
embellished with many witticisms; Coins 
and Coronets is rougl-hewn in language. 
Could the latter play have secured equal pop- 
ularity with the former is unlikely; but it 
seems that Mr. Brown is entitled to an ex- 
planation 

The dramatist may clear himself of any in- 
tention of appropriating the ideas of another. 
Supposing a reader of plays or a theatrical 
manager may have suggested to Mr. Howard 
the idea ofa play. The playwright would be 
justified in using the 12 and would be muo- 
cent in intention of injuring another. How 
far in these matters the theory of coincidence 
may be carried is a matter to be determined 
by a Jury. 

Mr. Howard has instructed his agents in 
Chicago to appeal to the law. Mr. Brown and 
the friends who originally made the charge 


are to be sued; and the law of plagiarism is 


likely to be aired in the courts. 

Once before in his career Mr. Bronson 
Howard was challenged and ¢ame out of the 
test triumphantly. His “Young Mrs, Win- 
throp, if one be not mistaken, was said to 
have been taken from the * Famille Benoi- 
ton” of Sardou. It is reasonable, therefore, 
to believe that he will be again vindicated. 

It is curious that, in an. article on The 
Ethics of Plagiarism,” written several years 
ago, Mr. Brander Matthews employed these 
words: Mr. Herman Merivale, Mr. Bronson 
Howard, Mr. Gilbert, and Mr. Pinero, ana 
others of the little band of young playmakers 
whose work seems to promise à possible re- 
vival of the Enelish dramas a form of art 
and a department of litépature, are quite 
above the meanness of taking a foreign au- 
thor’s plot without authority or acknowledg- 
ment. Yet they suffer for sing of their 
predecessors.’’ 7

Clever, 
it most assuredly is, and full of human 
knowledge to a surprising degree.

Nothing is ever 
said outright; ce Apap presumably this 
or would have struck one as such a thing if it 
hadh’t struck one as the other. Straightfor- 
wardness seems to be the only characteristic 
this accomplished writer lacks, and when you 
are reading him you feel as if it were the only 
one desirable! He goes at things obliquely 
like a cat. Sometimes it is absolutely neces- 
sary to stop and turn the sentences up and 
down and sidewise to know what the author 
of them means. And nothing in a mere story 
is worth so much bother as that! 

Sometimes it is not hard to know the mean- 
ing, but it might have been so much easier!

But Henry, self-reliant, firm, and with no 
equipment for trade, insists upon going into 
the newspaper business, which is the only 
thing he understands.

Yet here is a club of brilliant creatures; the 
most surprising thing about them 1s that they 
can hold together N — by the usual 
pecuniary processes, named as an or- 
ganization.

DR. J. M ROE S BITTER ARTIOLE IN 
“THE FORUM.” 


One Year Ago He Made a Tour Through 
the Bulldings, and His Opinion Is That 
Instruction Is So Unscientific That the 
Educational Standard Is Very Low—He 
Declares Teachers Are Incompetent— 
Director General Davis op Fair 


Charges. 

New Yor, March 24.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.]—In the April number of the Forum is 
an article on “ The Public Schools of Chicago 
and St. Peul.” The author, Dr. J. M. Rice, 
was born in Philadelphia in 1857, and was 
graduated at the New York College of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons in 1881. He took a 
course of psychology and pedagogy at the 
Universities of Jena and Leipsic, after which 
he studied the school-work of ‘various Euro- 
pean count Dr. Rice, in the service of 
the Forum, has visited the public schools in 
thirty-six cities, spending every school-hour in 
school-rooms, making investigations on which 
these papers are based. 

Dr, Rice’s visits to the schools of Chicago 
were made during June, 1892, somewhat less 
than a year after the appointment of the pres- 
ent Superintendent, Albert G. Lane. 

Now for Mr. Rice’s arraignment: 

In the public schools of Chicago I found the in- 
struction, in general, so unscientific that in judg- 
ing them by the minimum requirement I should 
regard their standard as very low. Some of the 
teaching was by far the most absurd I have ever 
witn The amount of objective work 
found limited, even in the lower grades, and the 
sciences are not included in the curriculum. 
the lowest primary grade the work is partic 
ly dry and mechanical. With the exception of a 
little singing the pupils during the first six 
months do nothing but read, write, and cipher all 

. Thereis not even a recess to break 
the monotony. the second half of 
first school year drawing is added to 
the course, Ow to lack of accommodation 
in the rapidly grow districts, a number of the 
primaries have been converted into half-day 
schools, some of the pupils attending in the morn- 
ing, while others attend in the afternoon. In 
some of the half-day schools the pupils do not 
even cipher during the first six months, all their 
time being devoted to reading and writing. The 
busy work consists largely of copy ing words 
either from a book or from the board. The meth- 
ods employed in teaching reading vary in the dif- 
ferent schools. In some instances, the pupils are 
taught by the word method, includ phonics 
and word-building. Asarule I found the read- 
ing and the writing inthe lower grades rather 
r, in spite of the fact tnat so much time had 
— deroted to these subjects. 


Called It Playing School.” 

In the first schools that Dr. Rice visited the 

eager yom» in the lowest grades reminded 
fim of playing school. The teaching was 
“exceedingly weak and the results were 
poor, and yet the teacher took occasion to 
say to him: Tou know this school has the 
reputation of being one of the best in the 
city.“ Some of the pupils, says Dr. Rice, 
were copying words from their reading books 
on their dlates, and the writing in some in- 
stances might have been mistaken for the 
footmarks of flies with chalk legs. 

In the fourth grade class-room of this school 
Dr. Rice witnessed a lesson in geography: 

The lesson was purely mechanical, consisting of 
nothing beyond a drill in cut and dried facts. 
The teacher was good to the pupils, but her En- 
glish was poor. You wasn’t smart thet time; 
» Yon wasn't quick enough, were expressions 
used by her in speaking to the scholars. To me 
she said: Some of the pupils get flustrated 
when they recite.” She used the word “ flus- 
trated over and over again. In spite of her 
unscientific teach and her imperfect English 
she informed me t she thought the Chicago 
schools were the best in the country. 

In the second school that Dr. Rice visited 
the conditions were about the same. 

In the lowest grade 1 found a teacher whose 
methods were of the most ancient type. The 
pupils were writing at the time of my entrance. 
In one of the sections they were „ % hen 
over and over in on their slates. uring the 
lesson the teacher, in the good old way, went 
from pupil to pupil to write a model hen on 
each slate, and here and there she took the child’s 
hand in her own and guided it over three or four 
“hens.”’ In another section of this class the 
pupils wrote their slates of the sentence, 
**Mamma makes our caps.’ 

A Travesty on Delsarte. 


Dr. Rice now describes a system that was 
supposed to be founded on that of Delsarte, 
but in another school : 

After entering the room containing the young- 
est pupils the principal said to the teacher: Be- 
gin with the mouth movements and go right 
straight through.“ Complying with the request 
of the principal the teacher directed her atten- 

the class and said: Now let us see how 

ou can make the mouth movements.”’ 

y pupils now began in concert to give 
utterance to the sounds of a (as in car), e, and 
00. varying their order, thus: a, e. oo, a, e. oo; e. 
a, 00, e, a, OO; 00, a. e, oo, a, e; oo, e, a, OO, e, a, 


etc. 

The mouth movements made by the pupils 
while uttering these sounds were as exaggerated 
as the months would permit. While uttering the 
sound a the mouth was stretched open as far 
as it would go; in “e” the corners were dfawn as 
closely as possible to the ears, and in oo the 
lips were pointed. The facial expression of the 
pupils while performing these mouth miovements 
was grotesque; to see fifty pupils thus occupied 
at once presented a scene that beggars descrip- 
tion. 

When some time had been spent in thus maneuv- 
ring the jaws the teacher remarked, ‘ Your 
tongues are not loose.” Fifty pupils now put out 
their tongues and wagged them in all directions. 
The principal complimented the children highly 
on the superiority of their wagging. What an 
idea these pupils must have received of the pur- 
pose of a school when from the start they were 
taught systematically how to make grimaces and 
wag their tongues ! 

ut the mouth exercise constituted only a small 
part of this peculiar method. They were evi- 
dently intended simply to teach the pupils to 
enunciate clearly. The next series of exercises 
was one of head movements intended wore di- 
rectly to deyelop the power of reading with ex- 
pression. The teacher here said: The mouth 
movements were eee ; let us see whether you 
can do as well with the head movemercts.” 

The head movements were, I believe, nine. They 
were supposed to be natural bodily expressions of 
the various emotions. I cannot recall the exact 
words used by the pupils, but the spirit of the 
process was as follows: 

With their heads on their right shoulders ana 
their eyes glance Sideways (attitude of cun- 
ning), the pupils said, “Do you think you can 
fool me? 


The teacher: Heads down,” 

The pupils with heads on their chests (attitude 
of grief) said mournfully, “All my money is gone. 

he teacher: Heads erect. 

With their heads erect (attitude of obstinacy) 
the pupils in strongly accentuated tones, slightly 
nodding their heads while uttering each word, 
said. I won't do it.” 

Preparation for Reading. 

The teacher: Heads back.“ ; 

All the pupils here stretched their heads as far 
back as they would go (attitude of pride), and 
said slowly and impressively,“ I am proud be- 
cause I know what Lam.“ 

The teacher: Heads on left shoulders.” 

The pupils with their heads poised on their left 
shoulders glanced sideways and upwards (atti- 
— of admiration) saying. How beautiful that

The teacher: Heads on right shoulders.” 

When the head movements were finished 
the teacher informed Dr. Rice that she would 
now prepare the pupils for reading. This di- 
rect preparation was intended to get the emo- 
tions into a flexible condition, so that the chil-

Says Chicago Will Be Ready. 


An interesting article on Chicago, and 
of a flattering tenor, will appear in the 
April number of the North American 
Review. In it Director-General George 
R. Davis discusses the important ques- 
tion of “Charges at the World’s Fair.” 
The question was suggested to him by 
the editor of the Review, and he thinks that 
the recent and general agitation of the sub- 
ject “‘justifies as definite answer as can be 
made at this time. The conditions are ex- 
traordinary. No international exposition has 
ever been projected on such a scale, and it 
* may be said without exaggeration that no 
peaceful undertaking has ever attracted such 
widespread attention. Under favorable 
conditions the most conservative estimates 
place the influx of strangers in Chicago at 
about 50,000 a day, or 6,000,000 for the six 
months. Of course this estimate is specula- 
tive, but there is no reason to believe that it 
is exaggerated. 

By the time that Jackson Park is opened to 
visitors $20,000,000 will have been expended 
for purposes of the Exposition. Naturally it 
will be necessary to take in a good deal of 
money to repay this outlay. There will, how- 
ever, be but two sources of income for the 
purpose—one the gate money, the other “a 
percentage from concessions and special priv- 
ileges for the sale of merchandise on the 
grounds.“ For obvious reasons it is Wise to 
bring as many people as sible to Chicago 
and to keep them here as long as they can be 
induced to stay. 

This object, however, will not be accom- 
plished by extortion on the part of landlords, 
liverymen, or shopkeepers. Bureau of 
Protection and Public Comfort has been or- 
ganized to save the public from wholesale 
swindling, and from its chief Mr. Davislearns: 

The bureau has already registered hotels and 
rooms with a capacity of some 15,000 people daily, 
the list including none of the big hotels down- 
town or large structures in course of erection 
within a short distance of the Exposition grounds. 
The accommodations registered include only the 
better class of quarters, and within limits bounded 
by North avenue on the north and by Seventy- 
ninth street on the south, the farthest point being 
less than an hour's ride and thé nearest within a 
short distance of the grounds. The average scale 
of prices scheduled ranges from $1.36 per day fora 
single room occupied by one person to $5.50 for 
large single apartments occupied by four persons. 
The prices quoted may be taken as a fair — of 
the charges now contemplated by the household- 
ers, who expect the Expasition attendance to be 
a source of revenue. 

The scope and purpose of the Woman's 
Dormitory Association have been made known 
already.

The sentiment of this city is overwhelmingly 
against any unfairness or extortion in dealing 
with our coming guests. I believe that the better 
element of our citizenship would rebuke anything 
like systematic extoruon on the part of landlords 
by throwing open their residences and inviting 
strangers to come in. In a matter involving the 
honor and the pride of the city I do not doubt 
that Chicago will rise to the occasion and acquit 
herself in a manner that will win the plaudits of 
the world.

A point that strikes one conversant with 
sea board requirements, but unfamiliar with 
the lake region, is the character of the naviga- 
tion. e Superior, in round numbers, is 
400 miles long; Lake Michigan, 350 miles;

Chicago is im the Ninth Lighthouse District, 
which inciudes ail aids to navigation on Lake 
Michigan, Green Bay, and tributary waters, 
and the Straits of Mackinac, west of a line 
drawn across the straits from Old Mackinac 
Point. For this district there are ninety 
lighthouses and beacon lights, fourteen fog- 
signals operated by steam, six fog-signals 
operated by clock-work, 64 buoysin position, 
and two steam tenders or ships. In addition 
to these lightships are now being constructed 
to act in a capacity similar to lighthouses, 
Other new lights and signals are constantly in 
course of construction and being added to the 
general system in various parts of the lake 
region. The cost of these various aids -to 
navigation varies so widely according to the 
kind and size that itis no more possible to 
give the reader any clearer idea thereof than 
the cost of a house or building without 
specifying the style, size, material, etc.
